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AU 11 Virginia Beach City 
Council members could still 
be candidates for re-election 
next year. That's the way the 
race shapes up almost a year 
away from that crucial election 
day. 

The only man who's talking 
like a non-candidate is Mayor 
Frank Dusch, 72, who admits 
he's looking forward to retire- 
ment. But even he isnotclosii^ 
the door on possible candidacy. 

While be says be is not ex- 
pecting it, Dusch sayi^, "Maybe 
something unforeseen will come 
up, but right now my thinking 
is that I will not run." 

But sources close to the Ma- 
yor say that since news of his 
possible retiremMtt was pub- 
lished within the past week^ 
he has received a numt>er of 
cards, letters and phone calls 
from all over the city urging 
him to reconsider. 

"The people feel a closeness 
with the Mayor that they don't 
always feel to the others," 
said one source close to the 
Mayor. 

Dusch has been a full-time 
Mayor of the city, although 
the office is only su^iosed to 
be a part-time job, -as is the 
job of every other Ci^ Coun- 
cilman. 

Only one present Councilman, 
Lawrence Marshall of Bayslde, 
is firm at this time in his in- 
tention to seek re-election. Al- 
bert Bonney, George Ferrell 
and Earl Tebault admit to being 
on th e ^probable" list. Curtis 
Payne is "strongly consider- 
ing" running. The other five, 
Kenneth Whitehurst, John Mc-

Construction of Virginia 
Beach's long-delayed voca- 
tional-technical high school 
should be under way by Oct. 1, 
just two monttis after it was 
originally to have been com- 
pleted. 

Both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives have fioally 
appropriated the funds for file 
project. Congress approved 
$200 million for such schools 
at the same time as Impact 
funds, college tuition grants 
and higher education grants 
were also approved lasf week 
in a "package deal."

Tourists Undampened 

Neither Rain^ Nor... 



Showers, precipitation, 
downpour, drizzle, thunder- 
storms or just plain rain-- Vir- 
ginia Beach has had it all. 
Sometimes within the space of 
one day. 

A' check with the weaUier 
bureau at Norfolk airport brings 
a few interesting fads to li^U 
During the month of July there 
was 12.70 biches of rain (6.78 
above normal), making it the 
second wettest July since the 
records were begun in 1871. 
The only July with a greater 
rainfall was in 1945 when 12. 
92 inches of wet stuff hit the 
ground. Since the precipitation 
this year was attributed to thun- 
dershower activity there could 
have been more, or less, rain- 
fall in different secticffls of 
the area. 

Aside from shortening tem- 
pers, straightening hair and 
making driving hazardous, what 
has th e wet weattier done to 
the area? Or, in short, "Has 
the rain hurt the rtnibarb?" 

Mrs. Laura Lambe, wholan- 
dles advertising and public re- 
lations for the city, wr^ ttie 
rain tets done "amazingly no- 
thing" to the tourist industry. 
"They're cryta^ Uke mad to 
the north," she says, "but ev- 
erybody here is as haRiy as 
bird dogs... it's the be^ July 
we've ever had . . . really a run- 
away season." 

Agreeing for ttie most part 
wittHrs. lAS^ is Claries 
Gartiner, presided <d tiie Inn- 



keepers Association who says, 
"There have been some com- 
plaints , but it hasn't had ttte 
dampening effect ttiat I've seen 
in the past. We still seem 
to be able to hold on pretty 
well, although people are shor- 
tening their stay . . . Enough new 
people, are coming in, ttXHifl^, 
to take up the slack." Gardner 
did say that the bad weather 
has probably had more ill ef- 
fects on the restaurant bus- 
iness. "People just don't want 
to go out to eat in ttie rain." 

Albin R. Mailhes, president 
of ttie Chamber of Commerce, 
says "The rain is making it 
pretty wet, but it isn't affect- 
ing business adversely... even 
thou^ it's an unusual sptil it 
has had very litUe effect on 
the tourist business." 

Jolm C. Killinger, superin- 
tendmit at Seadwre State Park 
sajre, "We're about drowned 
up here." He r^x)rts ttiat the 
park has closed one third of 
its 338 campsites and wUl have 
to close more if the rain om- 
tinues. Even ttiough water is 
lyli^ in s(Hne of ttie randy low- 
lying areas of ^campgrounds, 
the park's extensive n^are 
trails are reottining c^en since 
they are (m hi^er dune ter- 
rain. Killinger says ttie rain 
has se^oed to have aa effect 
on ttK number (rf visitors to 
the campgrtMud; there are still 
a 1<^ of Canadians and out-itf- 
stat^ bat fewer Virginiaia 
vlsttiag Seatiiore. 



Charles Kiley, director of 
public works, has tUs to say 
concerning ttie rain and his 
departmei^: "It has been a nui- 
sance, that's all... The new

Weil-Known Banker Dies 



R. Crosby Moore, chairman 
of the board of Virginia National 
Bank, died Saturday night of 
an apparent heart attack. He 
would have been 64 on Aug, 29. 

Moore was well known as a 
financial advisor and had been 
called upon by both Govs.

At the time of his death, 
Moore was serving on the board 
of directors of 25 public or 
semi-public organizations in 
the area.

Although his residence was in 
Norfolk, he also owned a home 
in Virginia Beach.

Anne Plaza. The planning com- 
mission has recommmded ap- 
proval. 

One of the largest apartment 
complexes to come before 
CouncU in some time wiU also 
be discussed. A.E. Havens has 
applied to build 808 sqpartments 
in the Woodhaven area, south 
of Indian River Road.Construc- 
tton is expected to take about 
five years. The units are sched- 
uled to rent l)^een $200 and 
$225 per month. 

The complex was recom- 
mended for i4)proval by the 
planning commission with the 
stipulation that the appUcant 
would meet with area residents 
before the Council hearing Mon- 
day. 

An application of Albert A.

C(Aai will also be beard for 
the construction use permit of 
another 350 apartments near the 
intersection of Holland Road and 
South Lynnhaven Road in the 
same area where the lack of 
schools or school sites have 
already caused some problem.

May Apply 
Within Yr. 

Veterans eligible for special 
GI insurance because of ser- 
vice-connected disabilities may 
new apply for this covers^e 
any time wittiin a year after 
notificatton by the Veterans 
Administration of ttieir disa- 
bility rating. 

E. P. Brosnan, manager of 
the Roanoke V A Regional 
Office, said that previously app- 
lication had to be made within 
a year after VA's determination 
of the disability rating. He em- 
phasized that the year starts 
from the date on the VA noti- 
fication—not Uie day the vet- 
eran receives it. 

The coverage is under the 
National Service Life Insurance 
pr(^am and provides policies 
of up to $10,000 for men dis- 
abled in service who often have-? 
difficulty getting commercial 
insurance. It is in addition to 
converted Servicemen's Group 
Life Insurance for which vet- 
erans may apply after separa- 
tion from service. Brosnan said 
that for ttie disabled veteran 
to be eligible for NSLI cover- 
age he must be in good healtti 
except for his service-conn- 
ected disability. 

Veterans may convert SGLI 
regardless of disabilities or 
health condlti(ns. They must 
aK)ly wittiin 120 ctoj« after 
discharge

In his speech to the Asso- 
ciation of Commonwealth's At- 
torneys at the Cavalier Hotel 
Aug. 2, U.S. Sen.

Byrd Jr. stressed the Impor- 
i|^ce of examining our pollcilffi, 
particularly military, toward 
Asian nations. 

Sen. Byrd said the Asfans 
should learn to rely more on 
themselves and less on flie 
United States. He cited Japan 
as one nation in particular who 
should cease to depend so much 
on the U. S. "Jty?an, for ex- 
ample," he said, "spends vir- 
tually nothing on defense, re- 
lying entirely on the United 
States." 

Commenting on President Ni- 
xon's recent visits in Asia, Sen. 
Byrd said that although the 
President did not pledge troops 
to Thailand in speaking to the 
Thai leaders, he did nothing 
to discourage those leaders 
from expecting U.S. armed sup- 
port if their- government is 
placed in peril. 

"I think," said^Sen. Byrd,

Campground Settled 



The Sandbridge campground 
controversy which blew up to 
stormy proportions is appar- 
ently over. The stop-work or- 
der has been lifted, and the 
operators and City Council 
' have agreed to the same com- 
promise presented the week 
before by City Manager Roger 
' Scott. 

Three times a stop-work or- 
der was placed on the con- 
struction of campsites owned 
by the Virginia Seashore Re- 
creation Center, Inc., known as 
Surfside at Sandbridge. The 
first was placed when residents 
of the area questioned about 100 
new campsites being built. The 
work was almost 90 per cent 
complete when investigation 
showed no site plan for the 
development had ever been 
completed by the company as 
agreed to before the issuance 
of a blanket use permit for 
campsites and recreation on the 
nearly 60 acres in 1966. 

Former planning director 

Mason^^amage added such a 

site plan to the file a|id took 
a copy to the building official, 
John Gibbs, who removed the 
stop-work order. Planning Di- 
rector Patrick Standing ques- 
7^iioned Carnage's action and 
'* called it "Improper". Scott is- 
sued the second order. 

Scott and principals of the 
company then agreed to a com- 
promise whereby the company 
would waive any further devel- 
opment under the original use 
permit in the future unless new 
public hearings for zoning and 
use permits were heard. The 
company agreed also to furnish 
proper site plan for all past 
and present work. The second 
order was then lifted. 

City Council wanted more 
information, particularly on the 
Damage incident and instructed 
Scott to issue the third, which 
was lifted after a complete 
airing between principals, at- 
torneys and City Council Mon- 
day. 

Another major controversy 
centered around an agreement 
signed by company principals 
and former City Manager W, 
Russell Hatchett in 1966 re-

"This is certainly not the 
time for ambitious spending 
schemes," said Sen. Byrd "Un- 
less restraint is exercised by 
the Administration and the Con- 
gress, federal spending will 
only continue to fUel the fires 
of inflation." 

Sen. Byrd spoke at the ban- 
quet which closed the 30th an- 
nual meeting of the Association. 
The Association held sessions 
on Aug. 1 and 2. 

Other speakers at the meeting 
included Asst. State Atty. Gen. 
Richard N. Harris and Robert 
F. Horan Jr., Commonwealth's 
Attorney of Fairto County. 

Harris explained bow a $557, 
090 federal grant will help im- 
prove police forces and the 
entire criminal justice system 
in the state. The grant will aid 
in establishing a central and 
regional, system for training 
policeman. In addition to law 
enforcement training the grant 
will be used to purchase equip- 
ment, mainly communications. 

Horan's speech was con- 
cerned with drug almse.

Scott said the charter the 
subcommittee has drawn was 
taken in part from a sample 
charter submitted by^ the State 
of Virginia, however thfe three 
members came up with some 
major revisions to meet the 
needs of this area. 

"W^ hope to have the tenta- 
tive finished product ready for 
the next scheduled meeting on 
Aug. 13 in Franklin," Scott 
said.

Late Check 
Vets' Fault 

E. P. Brosnan, Manager of 
the Roanoke Veterans Admin- 
istration Regional Office, said 
today the inablUty of the VA 
and the Post Office Depart- 
ment to deliver training allow- 
ance checks, or compeosatloD 
or pension checks on time to 
students or poisloners, is lar- 
gely the fault of the veteran 
waiting for the check. 

"In a vast majority of the 
cases where delays occur/' 
Brosnan said, "the veteran 
moved and failed to notify the 
Veterans Administration. If a 
veteran wants to receive his 
check at a new permanent ad- 
dress, he must tell us." 

"This should be done in wri- 
ting. His letter should Include 
his VA claim number, his old 
address and his new permanent 
address, where he wants to re- 
ceive his check from now on." 

Brosnan pointed out that Ixjth 
the Veterans Administration 
and the Post Office shouM be 
advised of the change of address 
when the veteran moves.

The Airport Saga 



How strange that the first 
phase of upgrading Norfolk's 
airport is now projected to 
cost about $24 million, double 
what the entire project was 
supposed to cost a year ago. 
No estimate of cost for the 
other phases now planned and 
for connecting roads Is even 
made, but it is possible the 
entire project will cost near 
$100 million. 

That figure is about the same 
Sr slightly less than the pro- 
jected cost of nrioving to a more 
central Tidewater location at 
Bowers Hill, for instance, and 
building a much larger. Inter- 
national-capability, truly re- 
gional oirport. 

No one has even said the old 
Norfolk airport should be 
walked away from. It would 
made a fine industrial park, 
general aviation and cargo air- 
port for Norfolk. And enough 
money, perhaps as much as 
$10 million should be spent 
there to sustain the heavy load 



until a new airport is completed. 

But to limit space, length of 
runway, number of years of 
effective use and room for ex- 
pansion on such an expensive 
plan dooms Norfolk and all 
of Tidewater to being a second- 
class airport area, while tome 
other east coast city, perhaps 
Wilmington, N. C.^ or Charles- 
ton, S. C. , makes off with the 
next international airport which 
will be built of necessity. 

The plan for the expansion 
of Norfolk airport is beautiful 
and well -thought out within all 
limitations. But it seems a 
shame to commit all of us to 
s6methlng that has already cre- 
ated serious doubts and has 
caused serious criticisms long 
before it is built, without com- 
plete and exhaustive consider- 
ation of the alternatives. 

Hopefully the officials charg- 
ed with that responsibility have 
not gone too far to turn bock If a 
mistake has been made. That 
would be disastrous.

The high cost of campaigning 
for an elective office has been 
graphically pointed up in the 
recent Democratic primary and 
the subsequent runoff. And it's 
likely to get worse instead of 
better. 

But in Virginia Beach a real 
enigma popped in the primary. 
The candidate for nomination 
to the House of Delegates who 
spent the least— far, far less 
than the others— ran third in 
a four- way race, and he only 
lost the nomination by 52 votes. 
Both who topped him admittedly 
spent large amounts, as did the 
fourth-place candidate. 

Obviously in a statewide race, 
such as the subernatorial race, 
the name of the candidate must 
be kept before the publ Ic through 
any means possible, that In- 
cludes advertisement in any and 
all communications media and 
public appearances. Those pub- 
lic appearances in every nook 
and cranny of the state require 
much fast travel and much tra- 
vel expense. 

Brochures, direct mall, of- 
fice staffs, mailing costs of 
all literature, including news 
releases and other Incidental 
campaign costs bring the total 
to cm all-time high. 

Na doubt it is useless to 



attempt to hold down campaign 
expenses, even through election 
laws and practices reform, but 
It certainly does make a less 
than wealthy man shudder to 
think of entering the political 
arena today.

Virginia Beach Senior Circuit 
Court Judge Robert Wahab has 
received the warm support of 
a cross section of Virginia 
Beach attorneys, political 
leaders and office holders and 
private citizens for appointment 
to one of the two vacancies on 
the Virginia Supreme Court of 
Appeals. 

Governor Godwin has said 
Judge Wahab will be one of 
the top contenders, although 
he failed to receive the recom- 
mendation of the state bar re- 
ceived by six others. 

We add our endorsement and 
support for this capable, fair 
jurist who has the respect and 
admiration of all who know 
him. His appointment to the 
State's highest court would be 
Virginia Beach's loss but cer- 
tainly would benefit the entire 
state. IHopefully Judge Wahab 
will become Justice Wahab In 
the near future.

Keeping Henry Honest 



William Battle has dropped his relaxed, 
matter-of-fact facade in the runoff primary 
coming up Aug. 19. In its place is a hard 
campaigning, tightly set jaw attitiidb that just 
wasn't there before Henry Howell came within 
a hair of knocking Battle off on July 15. The 
4,000 vote difference statewide and the strong 
Howell showing across Virginia has made the 
difference in Battle. 

Some behind-the-scenes shenanigans by 
Battle siq^rters leave some room for ques- 
tion, however. Battle has long tried to disavow 
any ties to the old state Organization which 
elected his father Governor. And Battle was 
William Spong's cami^ign manager in 1966 
when the moderate forces successfully bucked 
the Organization. 

But now it is rumored ttuit Spat^ and his 
moderates aren't so sure Battle can make 
it on Aug. 19 without the Organization support. 
The Fred Pollard "hands-ofiT" attitude has 
also served to rais e Hov ell's stock measurably. 

It is reliably r (.ported that Spong wait to 
all of Virginia's il/e Democratic CouRressmoi 
and sou^t tacit support for Battle, not neces- 
sarily open support Qiat would tie Battle 
lu liie pigaoizauon again. The proposal did 
not sit well with all of them. In factttie 
SpoQg move could mean a loss of ground for 
Battle instead of the gains he apparently 
sought. 

Ekattle is still suffering in Virginia Beach 
whnre he won only a 19 vote plurality on 
July 15. The continued Howell stacks on 
Battle's ex-state coordinator, VirgiiUa Beach 
City Treasurer, VA. A. "Jack" Etherldge 
have obviously takra thdr toll. Etheridge has 
further compUcated the issue by saying fiai 
foltoiwrs of political leader Sidney Kellam 
have made a deal to stqiport Howell in exchai^ 
for the poncnal attacks on EttiarMge. 

Kellam sivporters say ain't »} and Kellam 
himsdf ^js he is not ^idoning anycaie in 
the TWoB. One Kellam supporter saidhetoond 
it somewtat iruiic that an act (tf God has 
caused all HUs Furor. 



Etheridge's b^ch house at False Cape. An 
insurance adjuster, trying fn determine the 
value of the house, helped come up with the 
fact the house had never been a{q;)raised and that 
apparently Etheridge had never paid taxes on it. 
The taxes have now been paid. ' 

And just how the loss of the Howell forces 
in Tidewater will affect Spong when he comes 
up for re-election is just not clear yet. 
Howell was on Spong's side in 1966 and de- 
livered many Tidewater votes, as did Etheridge 
in Virginia Beach. Therefore the Spong in- 
fluence in endorsing Battle or attempting to 
gamer votes for the Charlottesville attorney 
in the runoff is open only to speculation. 
And the one major hope that Howell has 
s is that the momentum he gained by the close- 
ness of the July 15 primary coupled with his 
titanic efforts in recent days statewide will 
be enough to overcome the 4,000 vote deficit 
and that he wiU pick enough of die Pollard 
vote to make him the nominee. 

No political observer, usually ready to make 
predictions by this time, is reaxiy to say 
anything this time. The observers may not 
say anything. 

While Howell ctxitinues to keep the big l)oys 
hoaest In Dickens(»> County in voting irregular- 
ities or in getting fluuu iusuiiuict: lor flood 
victims in Arlington, among other things. 

The latest Battle campaign literature bears 
the" tiUe "Keep Henry Hon^t". So while 
HoweU goes afto* the Ug boys Battle tries 
to ke^ Howell on the ^raight and narrow 
pafli. For a long time Battle ignored ttie 
personal attadcs node by Howell. Now he is 
fighting back. 

Wh^er it is too late or not late enoi]^ 
will be up to ttie voters (m Aug. 19. Then 
the Democratic party in Virginia will begin 
to lick its wounte and prepare to pitf tte 
fragmei^ of its factiois back toge^ for 
ttie all-out fii^ against GOP nominee Linwood 
floltoD in the eUl. And quite a figtt that's 
tfOat to be, no matter who the Democratic 
iMmlnee to.

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Drug Misuse Centers Around Youth

This is occurUtg despite the 
efforts of police to seek out 
those resopnsible. . 

Anotiier alarming feet brought 
to l^ht is that the main flow 
appears to be into the hands 
of the young people of the city, 
as young as 13. 

Continuing investigations 
conducted by detective and juv- 
enile divisions have thus far 
resulted in 65 arrests on char- 
ges of illegal drug sales and/or 
possession between Jan. 1 and 
July 28 of this year. There 
were ten other arrests, made 
through the cooperation of Naval 
officials, regarding the use of 
a drug which has been class- 
ified as illegal by military reg- 
ulations 'although the drug is 
not covered under state statutes. 

Juvenile Division Lt. Henry 
Capps and Det. L. A. Ives say 
that 29% of the arrests made 
thus Jar this year on drug 
abuses involved juveniles be- 
tween the ages of 13 and 17, 
with many of the arrests follow- 
ing illegal sales made in and 
around a parking lot at 21st 
Street and Pacific Avenue and 
around businesses in this same 
area. 

The impact of drugs on the 
young people of the city would 
appear to be borne out in two 
other fkcts pointed out by Capps 
and, lyes. First, the arrests of 
juveniles for the use of alcohol 
has decreased while the number 
of arrests for drug abuses has 
increa^ttl. Secondly, investiga- 
>^^ tions , indicate the drugs are 
"being brought into the city pri- 
marily by a numl>er of 16 and 
17 year olds making trips to 
Washington, D. C. and New 
York to pick up a supply. 

Part of the SUN's investiga- 
tion included the interviewing 
of a 16-year-old boy whom auth- 
orities recently charged with 
the ille^ sale of drugs. This 
— interview was caiducted with 
the permission of the juvenile's 
parents, through full coopera- 
tion of the juvenile and in the 
pre^ienee of a juvenile authority.

them some and have some for 
me". 

This operation apparently 
was the undoing of the juvenile. 
He said, "I got arrested for 
selling. I wanted to keep it 
for myself, but 1 had more than 
I could use so I began selling 
it". "If I went out tonight and 
wasn't flat broke, I'd hop up 
to the beach and see some 
friends and they'd get it for 
me", he added. 

As to the most likely place 
to make a buy the boy said, 
"The most popular place is the 
area around Peabody's Ware- 
house and Zero's Sub-Shop and 
'Hippie' shops. You just hang 
around until a supplier arrives, 
then you're introduced through 
a friend". 

"You just take the stuff and 
walk around on 'a trip'. You 
feel safe because the police 
can't arrest you for internal 
possession", he said. 

Concerning purchase^ he said, 
"I'd say it is even easier to 
make a buy in the schools than 
on the streets. I sold most of 
mine around the school. Most

known as "Sgt. P^per." 

Davis said, "Drug investiga- 
tion is not an easy task. The 
big problem here seems to be 
among the younger people and 
it's not easy to infiltrate the 
younger set. We find among 
these people unwillingness to 
realize the dangers presented 
by the use of these drugs, and 
a definite unwillinpess to co- 
operate with authorities. 

"1 thing this attitude is pre- 
valent nationwide, and the, an- 
swer to this rests with parents 
and schools. Although this is not 
new, I must stress that our 
efforts have been and apparently 
shall continue to be hampered 
by court restrictions which 
oftentimes make the most well 
intended and fruitful searches 
inadmissable as eviden^ce in 
court." 

Davis added that another pro- 
blem presented to law enforce- 
ment and the community be- 
cause of drug abuse is the 
involvement of drug users in 
other crimes. 

"As an example more and 
more we're finding drug users 
' involved in burglaries and lar- 
cencies throughout the city. We 
have made several arrests to 
definitely establish this rela- 
tionship. At present we are 
working on a case involving 
drug users which will result 
in their arrest for involvement 
in 15 or more burglaries within 
the city over the past few 
months/' he said. 

Other aspects of the drug 
problem in the city of Virginia 
Beach wiU be discussed in 
forthcoming issues of the VIR-

Later she was asked by an- 
other department store chain 
to put a pet department in their 
stores. She remembered her 
previous experience (including 
the fact that she had sold all 
of her stock), drew in her breath 
and took a chance. She now has 
pet departments in four of the 
stores. . .Jl thriving. 

One of the main problems 
in Mrs. Kelley's business is 
finding reliable livestock deal- 
ers. "So many of them send 
you older animals which you 



can't train...not only that, buT 
older animals bite." Another 
problem is finding experienced 
help. "There just isn't anyone 
experienced in working in pet 
shops.. .whenever I hire a Nayy, 
wife I tell her ste wtH niW 
have to worry abOtit fbdtng- a 
job anyplace she goes.. .there 
is never enough help in a pet 
shop." 

There are some problems 
that only a pet shop owner 
could have. Such as children 
and bites. No matter how well 
an animal is enclosed— in cages 
and pens with screen tops-- 
some children manage to get 
bitten. 



"One of my biggest problems, 
though," says Mrs. Kelley with 
a smile, "is learning the Latin 
names of the tropical fish... 
which I have never learned to 
this day!" She doesn't feel too 
badly about it, beca;ilse most of 
her customers don't know the 
names either. 

Tropical fish are the touch- 
iest things she handles because 
they have to be so painstak- 
ingly cared for. And with 120 
aquariums that is quite a lot 
of care. Mrs. Kelley says that 
more and more people in this 
area are collecting tropical fish 
as a hobby. 

Some of the more popular 
pets in addition to catsanddogs 
are hamsters, guinea pigs and 
gerbils. "Wh«i the schools open 
we will have a lot of calls for 
mice," she says, "for science 
projects and such." 

Besides selling animals to 
children for projects the shop 
also sells animals to the 
schools. One of the more un- 
usual purchases Mrs. Kelley 
made wa& for Bayside High 
School.

A day digging for fossils was r" 
the climax to a summer's pro- A 
gram of Science Enrichment 
for 85 fifth, sixth and seventh 
graders. 



The group loaded three school 
buses for a trip to the Kenneth 
E. Rice Memorial Museum and 
Fossil Pit last Friday, after 
twice delaying the trip because 
of rain. These kids knew what 
they were looking for. Armed 
with trowels, sppons and knives, 
they dug gently but eagerly into 
the dirt looking for fossilized 
shells and bones estimated to 
be 20 million years old. 

Not only had they been pre- 
pared in advance, but Mr. Rice 
at the pit gave them basic 
instructions too. They were 
serious about their work. They 
had been selected for the 
Science Enrichment program on 
the basis of interest and ability. 

Field trips make up a major 
part of their classes. Other 
trips were made to the Old 
Dominion College planetarium. 
Dam Neck Guided Missiles 
School, marine biology labora- 
tory at Bayside High School, 
Nautilus Shell Shop, an ocean- 
ographic boat trip on the ODC 
boat, Coastal Geodetic Survey 
quarters, amphibious landings 
at Camp Pendleton and the Deep 
Sea Diving School. Mrs. 
Josephine Charles was co-or- 
dinator. 

The fossil pit was discovered 
accidentally when Rice t>ought 
the land to sell the dirt for fill.

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Sauces Are French Secret 



inere is little doubt that 
^ost lovers of flne food In the 
Western World would givegirst 
p^e to the French cuisine. 
aAi French sauces for vegeta- 
bles are among their most in- 
spired ideas. 

The general excellence of 
French cooking was explained 
this way by the late great chef, 
Louis Diat: "Their skill in 
combining simple raw mater- 
ials to produce superlative 
dishes grows out of the Idee 
fixe that anything eaten, even 
the daily potato, humble carrot 
and turnip and the less tender 
cuts of meat, must be well 
prepared. Gourmets are not 
made by eating occasional party 
fare ... or by infrequent 
excursions to ftimous restaur- 
ants. Good food must be 'eaten 
every day , . .carefully pre- 
pared and suitably seasoned." 

Herbs rank very high as 
"suitable seasooing" for 
French sauces—tarragon, 
chervil, parsley, chives, -bay 
leaf. In southern France we must 
add fennel, basil, sage.oregano 
and saffron because in these 
provinces the French trade re- 
cipes with the Italians and Span- 
ish. 

The bouquet garni is indis- 
pensable, a bunch, or more 
accurately, a little cloth ba& 
of parsley, thyme, bay leaf 
and comparable aromatics 
which can be lifted from a 
sauce or soup when done. Fines 
herbes consist of parsley, cher- 
vil, tarragon and ehives. They 
are usually added directly to 
a dish, cooked and served with 
it. 

Pungent spices are used quite 
lightly, with white pepper in 
great demand because of its 
subtle aroma. Nutmeg and cinn- 
amon are the sweet spices used 
most frequently in baking and 
desserts. 

From the countless French 
recipes available, home econo- 
mists of the American Spice 
Trade Association have adapted 
thes« as representative: 

MORNAY SAUCE 

1 tbi. instant minced onion 

1 tbl. butter or margarine 
- i 1 tbl. flour 
^ 1/4 c. milk 
1/4 tsp. salt 

1/8 tsp. ground white pepper 
1/16 tsp. ground nutmeg 

1 egg yolk, beaten 
1/4 c. grated Parmesan 

-^ cheese 
1/4 tsp. paprika 

Mix minced onion with 1 ta- 
blespoon water; let stand 10 
minutes to rehydrate. In the 
to portion of a double boiler 
melt butter. Add rehydrated 
onion and saute 2 minutes. Blend 
in flour. Remove from heat; 
stir in milk, salt, white pepper 
and nutmeg. Place over sim- 
mering water and cook until 
thickened, stirring occas- 
ionally. Stir some of the hot 
sauce into the egg yolk; return 
to hot sauce in double boiler. 
Continue cooking over simmer-' 
ing water 2 to 3 minutes longer, 
stirring occasionally. Add 
cheese and paprika. Serv«aover 
baked tomato, steamed celery, 
carrots, broccoli, etc. Garnish 
with additional paprika, if de- 
sired. Yield: 1 1/3 cups sauce. 



VINAIGRETTE SAUCE 

1/4 tsp. powdered mustard 
6 tbls. olive or salad oil 
2 tbls. vinegar 
1 tsp. tarragon leaves, 

crumbled 
1 tsp. parsley flakes crum- 
bled 
1 tsp. dried or freeze dried 
chives 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1/16 tsp. ground black pepper 

Mix mustard wit 1/4 tea- 
spoon warm water; let stand

Amos, Extensionbeespecialist, 
Virginia Tech. 

It is quite remarkable that 
in these days when so many 
people are searching for satis- 
factory nutrition that these 
items are often not included in 
their diet, Amos said.

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Miniatures Save Space 



(Editor's note: Here Is an-, 
ottier lo the series on home 
horttciature by Wesley P. JUd- 
kinsy Extenslcm horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

Have you tried miniature Af- 
rican violets? II not you have 
a new and exciting experience 
ahead. 1^ are exact replicas 
of the standard siae plants, 
but do not exceed six inches 
in diam^er, and never outgrow 
a two inch pot. 

The true miniature African 
violet has only been available 
for about ten years. This is 
another example of the success 
of plant breeders in providing 
new and interesting species for 
home gardeners. These unique 
violets are usually more sym- 
metrical than the large varie- 
ties, with an even, round pattern 
of leaves, and many blooms. 

The first miniatures were 
called violettes or tea ctq> 
plants, and usually were placed 
in a novelty class when exhib- 
ited at flower shows. They are 
now becoming more widely 
grown and deserve special rec- 
ognition as a house plant, or 
when displayed at a show. 

Now there are also semi- 
miniatures. The leaves and 
flowers are somewhat larger 
than the miniatures. Mature 
plants may become eight inches 
in diameter. They grow best 
in a three inch pot. 

The culture of miniature Af- 
rican violets is similar to that 
for the standard sizes. Because 
of the small pots in whieh they 
grow, they need water more 
frequeirtly ttian other house 
plants. Be sure to inspect them 
daily and add water as needed. 

Use a hig^-humus soil mix- 
ture. With ttie small quantity 
available in a two or three inch 
pot you may need to r^;dant your 
miniature violets somewhat 
more frequoitly than your other 
house pltuots. Feed them with 
any standard African violet fer- 
tilizer dissolved in water as 
Instructed on the package. Al- 
ways apply water at room tem- 
perature. 

The miniature African violets 
seem to grow better with more 
■ light than the stahdard va- 
rieties. They respond better 
to dayU^ than to fluorescent 
tubes. They grow very will on 
a windowsill, but should not be 
exposed to a bright hot sun. 



Propagate the miniature vio- 
lets by leaf cuttings. Roots 
will develop in damp vermicu- 
lite in about two weeks, and new 
leaves will appear in about six 
weeks. When the young plants 
are one or two inches tall 
they may be set in one inch 
thumb pots, or directly into the 
two inch permanent container. 
Be sure to provide good drain- 
age in the bottom of the pot. 

Miniature African violets are 
available in a wide variety of 
flower colors including light 
and dark tones of violet, blue, 
or pink, as well as white and 
bicolor. Various leaf forms are 
also available including plain, 
scalloped, ruffled, and varie- 
gated. 

Among the more common and 
desirable varieties are Bam- 



bino, a blue with plain foliage, 
and CaUco Kitten with varie- 
gated blue flowers. Winnie the 
Pooh has lii^t blue flowers. 

Pink flowered miniatures in- 
clude Tiny Rose, Coral Stain, 
Tiny Pink, Redderness, and 
Pink Pooh. If you prefer white 
blooms you may try Frilled Co- 
coanut or Irish Elf. 

Miniature African violets are 
very useful as house plants 
in the average home because 
they requre so little space. 
They are also ideal as favors 
at a party, or as place card 
holders at adimier. Your guests 
will be grateful for such an 
interesting and useful favor. 
You may also give miniature 
violets as prizes for superior 
displays at your flower show 
or garden club meeting. 



Hens Don't Care 



Have you noticed a change in 
your egg carton? You should* 
The new U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration's so-called 
"truth in packaging" regula- 
tions affected many egg cartons. 

Now the size of eggs (small, 
medium, large) must be of the 
same size print as the quantity. 
The quantity or amount must 
be printed on the top panel, 
not less than 1/4 -inches high 
and within the bottom 30% of 
the panel. The minimum net 
weight, which traditionally has 
been expressed in ounces per 
dozen, now must show the weight 
in pounds and ounces. 

So now a dozen large eggs 
will show the net weight of 
24 ounces (1-lb. 8-oz.). This 
should help impress on the 
consumer that she is buying 
1-1/2 lbs. of top quality nu- 
trition when she buys a dozen 
large eggs. 

What does the hen think 
of this? 

She's always been in favor 
of truth in packaging. She never 
lays a half egg and 99.9% of 
the time her product is perfect 
when she manufactures it. It 
is reported on good authority, 
however, that whe is amused by 
the way humans sort and sell 
the egg by size. A 5-6 gram 
difference in e^ size (just 
3 ounces per dozen) hardly 
seems important to the hen. 



souffles get confused on the 
question, "How do I adjust my 
recipe for extra large - large - 
or medium eggs?" The prac- 
tical answer is "you don't" 
Few recipes are formulated 
that exactly. As a matter of 
fact, 3-5 grams oS egg albumen 
may cling to tte inside of the 
egg shell in a strictly fresh 
egg. And yolk size, or the ratio 
of yolk to albumen, may vary 
as much as 10% among strains 
of chickens. 

The cost-conscious food 
shopper of 1968 not only knows 
that whether it's for protein 
or vitamins, for children or 
adults, for "alone or go-toge- 
ther" dishes, for breakfitstor 
company dimer — eggs are 
a beist buy, and ttie best gnar- 
antee of; freshness and quality 
is the USDA shield that shows 
federal inspection and grading 
superviston.

Bill Morgan of 450 Discov 
ery Arch In Princess Anne 
HUls says he has been on a 
sort of merry-go-round during 
the past we^ in attempting to 
have a tree removed from 
waters of Stratons Creek. 

Morgan's merry-go-round 
dilemma apparently stems from 
bis efforts to have the tree re- 
moved, which he says has thus 
far involved the Virginia Beach 
police dqnrtment, the CityPu^ 
blic Works D^nrtment, ^e 
Highway Department, the Army 
Corps of Engineers and the U.S. 
Coast Guard. 

With a bcial expression of 
complete frustration, and a tone 
of despair in his voice, Morgan 
stood on the creek bank behind 
his home gazing in disbelief 
at the tree as he related' tbe 
story. 

According to Morgan tbe, tall 
pine tree was blown over from 
its location on the bank of the 
creek behind bis property dur- 
ing the storm which passed 
through the city last Sunday 
evening about 6:30 p.m. The 
tree was still blocking the 
waterway at this point as of 
last Thursday afternoon. The 
greater portion of the trunk of 
the tree was visible alMve water 
as It extended firom the bank, 
the remainder of the trunk sub- 
merged just below the surface 
an^ the t^per branch portion 
of the tree resting in the water 
on the far side of the creek. 



the tree did not come within 
the police department's juris- 
diction. Morgan said he then 
directed his inquiries to tbe 
Hi^way Department, who as- 
sured him ttiey would look into 
the situation, buy he never beard 
from them. 

An inquiry to the City Public 
Works Department, according 
to Morgan, sui^lied him with 
the information that Stratons 
Creek is under control of the 
Army Corps of Engineers. Re- 
porting the situation to the 
Corps brou^t several inves- 
tigators to his home to survey 
the situation, but, according 
to Morgan, this Is the last he 
has beard. Morgan said he even 
contacted the Coast Guard about 
the possibility of having warning 
signs or markers placed in the 



area, but thus £ar nothing has. 
been heard on this suggestion. 

Morgan says he is concerned 
oyer the potential danger the 
tree presents to lx)aters and 
water skiers using the Creek 
for recreational purposes. 
Morgan says the creek is heav- 
ily traveled by such water en- 
thusiasts, and injuries could 
occur if a boater or skier 
should attempt to pass through 
that portion of the creek without 
being aware of the obstruction. 

As Morgan turned from the 
creek bank towards tbe walk- 
way leading around the side 
of his house he took one final 
look at tbe pine tree and said, 
"It's the old saying. Let George 
do It, Init we don't know who 
George Is".

In Taxes 

Taxpayers who fofgot to in- 
clude all their income, deduc- . 
tlons or credits whend^ur filed 
their 1968 Federal in'c^e tax 
returns can correct these mis- 
takes by filing Form 1040X. 

James P. Boyle, District Dir- 
ector of Internal Revenue for 
Virginia, said that taxpayers 
using Form 1040X need only 
enter the information required 
to correct the mistake made 
on the original Form 1040 or 
1040A. Another complete tax 
return does not have to be filed. 

Errors in arithmetic will be 
corrected by Internal Revenue 
Service and an amended return 
should not be filed. 

About 150,000 taxpayers used 
Form 1040X last year when it 
was first introduced. The form 
makes it easier for taxpayers 
to amend returns previously 
filed and speeds the processing 
of any additional refund that 
may be due. 

Boyle said a taxpayer gener- 
ally has up to three years after 
the deadline for filing a return 
to claim a refund. 

Copies of Form 1040X and in- 
structions for filling it out are 
available at local IRS offices.

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Council to Get 
Economic Ideas 



A five-part recommendation 
for the economic development 
of Virginia Beach won the un- 
animous approval of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Coun- 
cil Tuesday and will be pre- 
sented at the Aug. 25 city Coun- 
cil meeting. 

The recommendations were 
the result of a committee of 
seven who recently visited Ft. 
Lauderdale and Jacksonville, 
F la. to study how these cities, 
similar to Virginia Beach, had 
attracted industrial and tourist 
development. 

The recommendations were: 

"1. Virginia Beach should 
develop a five-year forecast 
of the financial requirements 
and the expected revenues for 
the city with specific consider- 
ation being given to expansion 
of the Virginia Beach school 
system. This will undoubtedly 
show an urgent need to broaden 
the overall tax base. _ 

"2. Virginia Beach should 
consider projecting a new image 
to the world that relates to a 
balanced economy in place of 
its present image as "The 
World's Largest Resort City". 
To do this, we recommend est- 
ablishing a Public Information 
Office under the direction of the 
City Manager, who will sell 
the new image to the City and 
to the world. 

"3. We recommend the est- 
ablishment of a Department of 
Economic Development with two 
divisions; (1) J)ivision of fn- 
dustrial Development,, and (2) 
Division of Tourist Develop- 
ment, each to be directed by 
a prof es s iojLal development 
specialist. To enhance the oper- 
ation ofthe Department of Econ-

SUN SURVEY readers are 
quite adamant where their feel- 
ings on a new airport to serve 
the entire area are concerned.

The City of Virginia Beach 
is hurrying toward a head-on 
clash with the huge homd)uild- 
ing industry in the city. Just 
what will happen when they 
actually meet will chart the 
future course of the city for 
many years to come. 

School Supt. E.E. Brickell 
and other school officials met 
in closed session with City 
Council Monday for nearly two 
hours. The major si*Ject of 
discussion was school needs 
in the city in the next few 
years, which have been estima- 
ted to cost as much as $27 
million. 

In addition Brickell briefed 
Council on the status or ac- 
quisition of school sites in cri- 
tical areas of the city. In a 
number of cases the sites are 
being negotiated. 

Brickeikalso had to ask Coun- 
$3,850; for restaurants, $2,150; cil for more mon,ey for present 



and for miscellaneous small 
businesses, $2,050. „

construction. He told ttiem that 
another $300,000 would be need- 
ed for a new elementary school 
in Bayside that is sorely needed. 
About $751,000 in federal funds 
^s to be used for this purpose, 
but the lowest bid for the new 
school was $997,485. This fi- 
gure is nearly $200,000 hi^er 
than the cost of new elemen- 
tary schools two years ago. 
Council gave Brickell the as- 
surance he would get the needed 
money. Brickell thai told Coun- 



cil that he did not think a bond 
issue for school construction 
would be needed in the next 
fiscal year. 

One Councilman said, "I as- 
sume he means there won't 
be the need of a major bond 
issue until after the Council 
election in June. That may be 
true, but the bond issue is 
certain to be an important issue 
in the Council campaign. And 
that could make things rough." 

This is the first time that 
a bond issue has been discussed 
publicly, althou^ speculation 
has run high for some time. 
Obviously a bond issue will 
have other problems. And these 
problems will have to be faced 
by the City Manager and City 
Council. The most (*vious will 
be the need for higher taxes. 

Virginia Beach real estate 
taxes have risen steadily in re- 
cent years to finance municipal 
needs, including schools, since ; 
merger in 1963. While the city 
has always prided itself on its 
low tax rate, the last major in- 
crease in 1968 jumped the taxes 
by as much as 67 per cent. 
TQit was necessitated mostly 
by the bond issue of $18.5 
million, $14.5 of which was for 



school construction. 

Council vowed at that time 
never to get short again on 
school problems, but the $27 
million estimated could help 
raise taxes another 125 per

cent or more. And at the pre- 
sent time another 30 per cent 
tax increase will make Vir- 
ginia Beach taxes the same 
as that of Norfolk.

Townhouse Fires Investigated 



An investigation continues 
into the cause of two fires 
which destroyed five units of the 
Mayfair Townhouse Apartments 
in the Arrowhead development 
of Kempsville last Friday 
morning. 

Two townhouses were des- 
troyed in the first fire which 
began shortly after U p.m. 
Thursday night, fire fighters 
battled this blaze until nearly 
I a.m. Friday. A second blaze 
which broke out shortly after 
3 a.m. destroyed three more 
units in the same section of 
apartments. 

Nearly 40 volunteers from the 
Davis Corner and Kempsville 
volunteer fire departments re- 
sponded to the alarms. Both 
blazes were burning out of con- 
trol when fire fighters arrived. 

Itobert Hill, a member of the 
Davis Corner volunteers re- 
ceived minor injuries while 
battling the blaze.

try or strangle the current 
growth of the city. 

Almost immediately after the 
Brickell briefing, from which 
the press was excluded, Council 
reaction came. Council was 
shaken by the prospects and 
moved toward a moratorium 
on building. Two major use 
permits were deferred. They 
would have added another 1,200 
apartments to Virginia Beach. 
Both deferrments were crit- 
icized severely by the appli- 
cants. In an application of 
A.I. Haven, Jr. for 808 apart- 
ments near College Park just 
off Indian River Road and In- 
terstate 64, the deferrmentwas 
for 60 days, although attorney 
Thomas Broyles made it clear 
that financial commitments 
would suffer as a result. Only 
Curtis Payne voted against the 
action. 

In the other attorney Herbert 
Kramer argued that Albert and 
Bernard KroU and RuthCohne 
were merely seeking an exten- 
sion of a use permit granted 
a year ago for 350 s^iartments 
in the vicinity of Holland Road 
and$. Lynnhaven Road. He said 
they had been working for more 
than a year with the city 
planners and engineers on the 
project which had bemapproved 
last year. 

He added that the delay of 
30 days would cost his clients 
$10,000. A year ago, as a mat- 
ter of course the school tward 
said the application was all 
right, and that the children 
from the apartments could be 
accommodated. It was recog- 
nized at that time, however^ 
that Holland School was already 
overcrowded, as was Kellam 
High School, and that new 
schools were needed. 

Tuesday the planning com- 
mission also appeared skipsh 
in approving apartments^ Sev* 
eral appllcatioos were toned 
down. 

This is not the first time 
this matter has caused a mor- 
atorium. The last flarwq) came 
during the reassessment contro- 
versy and lasted about a month. 
Then Council began anew to 
approve applications at a rapid 
rate, in spite of warnings about 
bond issues and costs of school 
construction.

The other suggesti(Hi is that 
a pro rated amount be paid 
by die l»]ilder for each home 
or aipuiment he builds todefiray 
the cost of schools in the same, 
area. It is estimated that this 
would be about $2,500 per home. 
Builders say this would then 
raise the price of the home, 
an amount which would have to 
be passed along to the first 
owner. But they also admit that 
their cost of other inyjrove- 
ments, such as street, sewers 
and site Improvements are now 
borne by the consumer in ttie 
sales price.

The race for the Democratic 
nomination for attorney general 
is receiving almost as much 
play in Tidewater as the gub- 
ernatorial race.

Nurse Cleared " 

Members of the Virginia State 
Board of Examiners of Nurses 
are permitting Mrs. Doris B. 
Trudel of Virginia Beach to 
continue her practice of prac- 
tical nursing.

A manhunt (^ntinaes for a 
lone bandit ^Hio last ttairsday 
took $3,500 during a quiet, day- 
light robbery of the First Si 
Merchants National Baidc branch 
office in the 1800 block of 
Atlantic Avenue. 

Bank teller Mrs. Louise 
Glass tQld authorities thebaodit 
aiqproached her station, placed 
a paper bag on the counter, 
and said "No alarms.

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IQ Schools Adopt 
Ungraded Classes 
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Campaigii Trail 
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Wheo the bell rings for the 
opening of school less than a 
ft month from now, there will be 
some 4,000 new first graders 
entering classrooms in Virginia 
deach for the first time. 

Proration for them began 
some time ago. And planning for 
this S^tember was doubly com- 
plicate because of the intro- 
duction of ungraded first grades 
in 10 schools. The other schools 
will continue on at^raditional 
program. 

The ungraded first grades 
will be at Arrowhead, Trant- 
wood, Thalia, Alanton, Creeds, 
Hermitage, piaza^ Holland, 
Kings Grant and Malibu ele- 
mentary schools and will in- 
volve 45 teachers and approx- 
imately a third of the incoming 
six-year-olds. 

Teachers, principals and su- 
pervisors have already con- 
cluded a curriculum develop- 
ment workshop and are now 
in the process of editing and 
refining materials for the open- 
ing of school. 

"The schools participating 
are doing so because they want 
lo,"said'' Bruce McGuire, di- 
rector of elementary education. 
"It is voluntary." 

McGuire said that the cur- 
riculum has been reorganized 
into levels in language arts 
(reading, writing, creative 
writing), mathematics, science 
and social studies. Children 
will be placed in different levels 
according to their ability. For 
the first three weeks of school 
they will be observed, tested 
and evaluated, then grouped by 
^ level. 

"There may be more than 
one level in a room," explained 
McGuire, "but there will be 
no big gap in ability. If you 



have a wide range of abilities 
together, the children progress 
more slowly," 

He added that children may 
be regrouped under different 
teachers during the day for 
math. 

"A child ready to move ahead 
will move ahead," said Mc- 
Guire. Although ttiere will be 
different text books for different 
levels, that does not mean that 
parents will have to buy any 
extra books. However, some 
children may enter what is 
equivalent to the second grade 
during their first year in school 
and therefore need advanced 
books sooner. McGuire said 
that the curriculum worked out 
for this fall will include work 
thcough the first half of the 
second grade for the more ad- 
vanced students. The students 
will continue in their level in 
September 1970. 

According to the proposed 
plan for ungraded classes, the 
primary levels last three years. 
At that time most of the children 
will enter fourth grade. Some 
who may need extra work in 
one subject or another will be 
given extra help by the fourth 
grade teacher. 

The ungraded classes should 
be helpful to both slow and 
quick learners, since ,a child 
does not advance to another 
level until he has completed 
one. Also, quicker students are 
not held back by slower ones. 

An orientation workshop for 
all teachers, principals and su- 
pervisors involved in ungraded 
classes is scheduled for Sept. 
3. There will also be an orien- 
tation program for parents 
during the early weeks of 
school.

Wesleyan Gains 
, Senior Class 



A record freshman class, a 
new library and the offering 
of senior level courses for 
the first time will highlight 
the 1969-70 academic session 
at Virginia Wesleyan College. 

Frank S. Badger, Director 
of Admission of Virginia Wes- 
'Sliyan, reports tbat he expects 
a total fUlltime enrollment of 
approximately 450 students in 
September. About 215 of these 
will be freshmen. The total fuU- 
time enrollment in September 
1968 was 261. 

The new $1,700,000 library 
is scheduled for completion this 
fkll. Officials now estimate the 
completion date for late Oc- 
tober. The building which won 
a national award of merit for 
design from the American In- 
stitute of Architects and the 
U.S. Office of Education, is de- 
signed to house 210,000 vol- 
umes. A service building, to 
house the heating and mechan- 
ical support for the library and 
other center core academic fa- 
cilities to follow, is being built 
in connection with the library. 

Wesleyan will offer senior 
level courses for the first time 
this September. Thirteen new 
fuUtime faculty members are 
being added for this fall bring- 
ing the fulltime faculty to 28. 
There will be 14 part-time 
members of the faculty. Di- 
visional and departmental ma- 
jors are being offered at Wes- 
leyan and a practice teaching 
program is being instituted this 
year under the direction of 
Dr. Myrtle C. Craig, professor 
of Education. 

Areas of study in the curr- 
iculum for this year include 
English, history, political 
science, French, Spanish, Russ- 
ian, philosophy, religion, psy- 
chology, chemistry, biology, 
mafliematics, physics, socio- 
logy, education, economics, 
geography and the arts. This 
will be the first year Wesleyan 
has had a fulltime faculty mem- 
ber within the arts program. 
Harold R. Hite becomes assis- 
tant professor of drama. There 
will be parttime faculty mem- 
bers in music and art. 

The college will have its first 
fulltime atheletic director this 
year. He is Donald M. Forsyth 
who comes to Wesleyan from 
Southwestern College in Kansas. 
He will also coach soccer, 
basketbaU and golf.

Ifast, iriio has served as aOi- 
letlc director during the first

Lifeguard Study 

It May Be the Swimmers 



The "something" that the 
Committee to Aid Water Safety 
stated as being rotten may not 
be so rotten, in Denmark or 
in Virginia Beach. This state- 
ment, or course, refers to the 
Committee's questioning of the 
safety of Virginia Beach's life- 
guards and beach safety patrol. 
A three-hour study was made 
recently by an incognito re- 
porter from the Virginia Beach 
SUN to see what was actually 
happening with the so-called 
negligence of the lifeguards on 
the city's tourist-packed beach- 
es. AK>roxlmately 15 minutes 
was spent at each of six life- 
guard posts along the more pop- 
ulated areas of the beach. 
The study began at 10 a.m. 
about an hour after the um- 
brellas and chairs had been set 
up on the beach. On five out 
of the six stands there were 
two guards, the main guard 
and his helper, seated on the 
raised platform overlooking the 
particular guard's station. The 
main lifeguard was seated on 
the stand, while his helper 
picked up trash on the beach 
and deposited it in a trash can. 
At the time of the first part 
of the study, there were app- 
roximately a dozen people in 
the water per block. 

In the course of the three 
hour tUn^ span, both umbrellas 
and canvas rsits were rented 
by members of the beach ser- 
vice. Either the lifeguard or 
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his assistant would rent the 
material, while the other would 
watch the water. 

During the three hours that 
the study was made, two beach 
patrol trucks rode up and down 
the l>oardwaIk, surveying the 
guards on duty. A beach patrol 
lieutenant on a bicycle also 
watched the lifeguards at work. 

At several occasions through- 
out the survey, lifeguards sign- 
alled to people in the water to 
come in closer to shore because 
they had either swum or drifted 
oh rafts out into de^)er water. 
On aU but one such occsision, 
the people paid no attention to 
the lifeguards constant whistl- 
ing and his hand signals, though 



they were seemingly lookiog 
ri^t at him. In each case, tbe 
lifeguard would resignal the 
people in a few minutes, agaia, 
to no avail. 

Whether this situatipn of 
supposed negligence did exist 
before and has put the boys 
on "good behavior" or whether 
a negligable situation ever ex- 
isted cannot be cited. The fact 
loes remain that the beach 
patrol, both administrative and 
ictual, is on its toes. Perhaps 
it is the negligence of persons 
in the water, and not the life- 
jfuard, that has caused so much 
commotion in the recent 
summer months.

Two former Virginia Beach 
residents have recently been 
named by the space agency to 
command ApoUo flights 13 and 
14-both of which are scheduled 
to make landings on the moon. 
Capt. Alan B. Shepard, for 
whom the Virginia Beach Civic 
Center was renamed, was Am- 
erica's first man in space. He 
took a 15-minute sub-orbital 
flight in' a Mercury capsule 
that traveled 116 miles down- 
range in 1961. 

Shepard, while a Virginia 
Beach resident, was an air- 
craft readiness officer on the 
Clnclant Fleet staff in Norfolk. 



Shepard has been grounded for 
six years due to ear trouble, 
however he underwent sucessful 
surgery last May.

Taxing Problems of Schools 



Here we go again. City Coun- 
cil and the planning commission 
have been shaken again by 
school officials telling them of 
the need of a bond issue next 
year for school construction 
and the need for up to $27 
million for this purpose in the 
next five years. 

So they begin to stifle growth 
\ by turning down or deferring 
action on new residential con- 
struction which will generate 
the need for new schools. This 
is not new. It has happened 
before, for a few months, and 
then the moratorium has ended. 
We hope it v/ill again. 

The building industry is ex- 
tremely important to Virginia 
Beach, and orderly growth is 
also. Certainly it's going to 
mean the need of more ser- 
vices and higher taxes. But 
these are realities and must 
be faced realistically. Denial 
of that growth is not the answer. 



Vie do not claim to have the 
answers to the financial pro- 
blem all this creates, but this 
is what must be discussed fully 
now instead of being pushed into 
the background. 

it seems that there are a 
couple of alternatives open. 
First, as is ck>ne is other areas 
of Virginia, a developer could 
be required to give the city 
a school site, instead of selling 
it one. And, as is done in 
other states a developer or 
homebuilder could be required 
to pay a one-tinne pro rated 
cost of the school to serve that 
are for each house built. That 
woul^d add about $2,500 to the 
sales price for the consumer, 
who is already paying for the 
streets, sewers, etc. that the 
buildee must provide the city. 

Regardless of what Is done, 
it must be done soon and openly. 
Virginia Beach growth must not 
be stopped or hindered.

This is the first Virginia 
Beach agency to endorse plans 
for an initial $25 million ex- 
pansion and long range expan- 
sion plans that could cost up to 
$100 million. The act ion is being 
taken by Norfolk's Port and 
Industrial Authority to upgrade 
the landlocked facility in spite 
of growing criticism of such 
a plan at such a small airport. 

Critics of this plon propose 
a new Internotlo^l - capacity 
airport In a cantral location 
^ aJI of TidewoMT, possibly 
'BowerrHill, where much more 



acreage is available and a net- 
work of roads can bring all 
of south and north Tidewater 
close together. 

Norfolk interests claim the 
present location Is best and 
serves the majority of patrons 
easily now. Critics say this is 
not true in the future. 

The present Norfolk airport 
would be a fine general avia- 
tion facility with outstanding 
cargo and freight capabilities 
that could serve Virginia 
Beach's industrial needs well. 
In fact this would seem logical 
because of the proximity. 

But we siill need a new, 
large airpoht for the future. And 
the Virginia Beach Industrial 
Development Authority should 
see that. Its resolution was pre- 
HfKiture and uncalled for in the 
overall scope of acceptance of 
this area as a major airport. 
It never will be with a tiny 
airport, however expanded.

The lunch was a campaign fund-raiser for 
William Battle. Hie Governor, campaigning 
hard these days for Battle, has jumped into 
the fray with both feet. Three of the State's 
Democratic Congressmen attended the lun- 
cheon.

In the dry arid southwest, nestled in a valley, surrounded by 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains, lies Las Vegas, Nev. 

Rainfall is less than .5 of an inch per year, with sage and 
cactus the only vegetation. It is an isolated spot which would 
be an unlikely attraction for anyone. Yet, 24 hours a day, 
huge 707 jet airplanes deliver and take away plane-loads of 
people on a never-ending schedule. 

Thirty-seven years ago gambling became legal in Las V^gas. 
It, grew until today the city is the gambling, drinking and pros-' 
titution capitol of the world. If you can picture a city in which 
every human vice is legal or openly tolerated, then y(M have 
a clear understanding of Las Vegas. 

The main street, or Las Vegas Blvd., is called the "Strip". 
Million dollar neon signs, some 19 stories tall flash their 
advertisements in a vulgar display of beauty and design. It is 
certain that, if the visit is long enough, the "house" will wind 
up with the money. As you stand at the gambling tables, attractive 
waitresses will bring you a free drink or cigarettes or anytiiing 
that will lengthen your stay and keep you gambling. Each table 
is run by six croupiers or pit men, who in turn have three or 
four additional supervisors watching you and them. 

Every move you make at the tables is watched by six or eight 
sets of eyes. Each table has a box underneath in which the cash 
is placed when gamblers buy chips. These boxes are emptied 
every hour. In one particularly busy hour one box accumulated 
$41,000, while the writer was observing. 

Bear in mind, that this is but one crap table out of ten crap 
tables at this particular hotel; Uiat it only counts crap; not 
around 300 slot machines; or ten black-jack tables; or poker 
tables; or baccarat; or roulette and many other gambling devices. 

All this wealth has attracted prostitution on an unpreced^ed 
basis. Attractive girls by the thousands wiU rmt you Uieir 
bodies for $50 for 30 minutes. The Dunes Hotel for a period of 
60 dajns decided to reduce the activity of prostitutes on their 
premise. Seven hundred and thirty prostitute were barred 
from visiting the premises during this period. The prostitutes 
operate within a system of which the bcll-bo]^' and bell captains 
receive 40 percent of the prostitute's fee. 

Night club activity is available on an ui^recedented scale. 
During my visit I could have seen Frank Sinatra, or Danny 
Thomas, or Sammy Davis, or Frank Sinatra, Jr., or Harry 
James, or Fred Waring, or Red Buttons, or Marloie Dietrldi 
or a host of ottier famous entertainers. All Oie shows are 
supported by many showgirls witti bare Ixsoms. Frank Snatra 
received $400,000 for a 30 day oigagemei^ at Las Vegas at 
Caesar's Palace.

Undercover Agents Essential Plans 

Firmed 



The apparent increase in nar- 
cotic and drug traffic througli 
Virginia Beach this summer 
has resulted in the use of new 
procedures by police to cope 
with Qie situtation. 

One of the most effective is 
the use of undercover agents- 
persons who are able to infil- 
tr^t^ that element of our society 
associated with narcotics and 
drugs and move freely among 
dope pushers and users to ob- 
tain necessary information to 
bring about arrests to curtail 
drug movements. 

Police vice squad Det. Sgt. 
Carl R. Weast said, "Their ef- 
forts have resulted in numerous 
arrests being made on narcotic 
violations. This type operation 
increases the efficiency of the 
regular officers primarily 
assigned to drug investigations. 

"The undercover agents have 
proven to be necessary in order 
to obtain the information re- 
quired to obtain a conviction in 
the courts". 

He added that undercover 
agents are not only useful in 
obtaining information for 
arrests on drug possesion, but 
also in obtaining information 
as to when to expect new supp- 
lies of illegal drugs to arrive 
and to locfate the most pop- 
ular places used for the major- 
ity of drug sales and use. 

A unique value in the use of 
undercover agents is the type 
of individual used in such an 
operation. Weast admits that on 
several occasions these indi- 
viduals are members of the 
police department, but points

Key points should be stressed 
and tied in with trainee ex- 
periences. Trainees should be 
consistently asked thou^t-pro- 
voking questions. Good ques- 
tions from trainees should be 
acknowledged and compliments 
should be given for the effort 
eiqpended. All discussion be- 
tween the instructor and train- 
ees should be free so confusion 
will be eliminated. Important 
points should be listed and dis- 
cussed in a carefully struct- 
ured summarization. 

In general, the imaginative 
an;>lication of ideas to attain 
the objectives by the most dir- 
ect means is deemed vital by 
the judges in any well -organized 
presentation.

But it appears the use of 
undercover agents to cope with 
the trafficing of illegal drugs 
in Virginia Beach has begun 
to have more far-reaching 
affects. ^ 

Weast said, "As a result of 
some of the information ob- 
tained through persons arrested 
in the beach we have been able 
to furnish police departments 
in other states with enough in- 
formation that they were able 
to arrest drug sellers in their 
cities. This has proven true 
as far away as Hawaii." 

Another phase of what is being 
done to face the drug problem 
in this resort city will be dis- 
cussed in next week's issue of 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN. 



to assist us with the drug pro- 
blem in the beach after real- 
izing the dangers involved in 
drug use and trafficing". 

Weast also pointed out that 
both males and females have 
proven very effective as under- 
cover agents. 

Whenever anyone volunteers 
to infiltrate the circle of drug 
traffic, it is apparent they are 
exposing themselves to a cer- 
tain amount of danger. Weast 
sayF- every available effort is 
made to protect anyone who may 
be working with the police. 

This type operation has al- 
ready, through information ob- 
tained by undercover agents, 
proven valuable. It has resulted 
in a number of arrests on ill- 
egal drug possession, and thus 
uncovered individuals who may 
be drug users, by enabling un- 
dercover agents to attend pot 
parties and facilitate the nec- 
essary arrests, as well as un- 
covering individuals who may 
act as drug suppliers in the 
beach.

The Virginia Beach commun- 
ity college will open in Septem- 
ber 1970, Dr. Douglas Mont- 
gomery announced at a board < 
of trustees meeting recently. 
The college will be the second 
of four community colleges to go 
into operation in Region 22, 
which includes Norfolk, Ports.t 
mouth, Chesapeake and Virginia 
Beach. 

The yet unnamed campus will 
be built on the 100-acre Greer 
Run Farm site, which adjoins 
the old Princess Anne Court- 
house. According to Dr. Mont- 
gomery, the Virginia Bead* 
campus will enroll more than 
5,000 students within a few 
years. 

The Region 22 board is re- 
questing $3.5 million for a star- 
ter unit. 

"The Green Run Farm site 
met the state criteria and was 
all ready," he said. "It's an 
id eal location for a college cam - 
pus." Virginia Beach, he noted, 
is the only one of the three 
remaining cities that had land 
ready and had donated it to 
the state. The City of Virginia 
Beach purchased the 534-acre 
site from Norfolk in 1967. 

Dr. M. E. Alford, chairman 
of the board of trustees for 
Region 22 said the body will 
recommend to the state comm- 
ission that the president's ad- 
ministrative offices be in Port- 
smouth when more than one 
college is established in the 
region. Dr. Montgomery will 
maintain an office on the Fred- 
erick Community College 
campus. 

Dr. Alford said Portsmouth 
was chosen by the Board of 
Trustees for the administrative 
offices for several reasons: 
Among them are the feict that 
travel to campuses in other 
cities will be easy because of 
the interstate highways and 
Portsmouth's college (Freder- 
ick) is the first in the district. 

Dr. Montgomery announced 
that preference in accepting 
students will go to residents 
of Region 22. He said that 85 
per cent of the 1,500 to 1,700 
students for this fall come from 
the four-city area. About 25 
per cent come from the Nor- 
folk-Virginia Beach area.

Clematis Add Dramatic Beauty 



(Editor's note; Here is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins. Extension horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

Large flowering clematis 
vines will add dramatic beau- 
ty to your garden or landscape. 

The original form of Clem- 
atis Jackmanii had purple flow- 
ers up to about three inches 
across. The new hybrid vari- 
eties have six to eight inch 
blooms in attractive shades of 
violet, red, and white. 

Clematis vines make a strik- 
ing display on a post, old tree 
stump, arbor, fence,^ or trellis. 
The plants do not have tendrils, 
but are supported by twining 
leaf stalks. The common vari- 
eties are hardy at temperatures 
to 30 degrees below zero. 

tlematis vines will bloom 
from early summer until fall. 
The plant is excellent as a 
landscape specimen, and the 
flowers are very good for ar- 
rangements. Cut blooms may 
last ten days if attached to 
a small piece of older wood. 

The elematis^as a very un- 
usual and interesting flower 
which has no petals. The color- 
ful parts are actually enlarged 
sepals which give the impres- 
sion of being long beautiful 
petals. 

Fall i s a good time to set 
out clematis vines. Therefore, 
you should check with your 



nurseryman now, to order the 
plants you need. The best time 
for planting is a couple wedcs 
after the average first^ frost 
in your area. If you don't get the 
job done this fall, you may plant 
them next spring, about a month 
before the average date of the 
last frost. 

Select a deep,^ well drained, 
fertile loam soil, in a sunny 
location. For good growth cle- 
matis should receive at least 
six hours of sun daily. 

Dig a deep large hole to 
allow plenty of room to spread., 
the roots. Mix a liberal quan- 
tity of shredded peat moss and 
two cups of ground limestone 
with the soil which will be 
placed around the roots. Set 
the collar of the plant about 
two inches below the surface. 
Fill the hole about three-fourths 
full of rich soil and tamp down 
firmly around the roots. Then 
add several gallons of water, 
and after it has been completely 
absorbed, fill the hole to ground 
level with fertile soil mixture. 

After planting, the clematis 
should be cut back to a height 
of about ten inches. The stems 
arl^i^ender and brittle and 
should be carefully tied to a 
supporting stake immediately 
after planting. The stems are 
easily broken if whipped by the 
wind, or bent by cultural equip- 
ment. Also, sharp or repeated 
bending may break the back 
and provide an easy entrance 
for disease organisms. 

Clematis plants require an 
abundance of moisture and a 
cool soil to promote vigorous 
growth. They will not tolerate 
poor drainage and wet feet, or 
a sun baked soil. Apply a two 
inch mulch of sawdust, peat 



clematis vines. The plants grow 
best with a soil pH of 6.5 
to 7.0. A6i ground limestone 
as needed to maintain this de- 
sired level. 

Fertilize your clematis in 
early spring and late fall with 
a 5-10-5^ fertilizer. Use about 
one cupful per plant spread 
evenly in a cii'cle extending 
out about two feel on all sides. 
Do not use fertilizer during the 
middle or late summer. This 
would stimulate vigorous twig 
growth in the fall, which might 
be damaged by cold weather 
in early winter.

Chemical toilets arepermis- 
sable iU the Greater Tidewater 
Fair, but the City of Virginia 
Beach has told Steve Rose, 
faii^rounds <^erator, that per- 
manent toil^ must be built 
for sports car racing. 

Rose has in his possession 
a letter dated Aug. 1 which 
states that a meeting was held 
between several members of 
Virginia Beach city government 
and that it was decided to deny 
a permit for sports car racing 
until certain conditions were 
met. Rose claims that he was 
not invited to attend the meeting. 
Rose is claiming harass- 
ment. Yet, he and the Old Do- 
minion Sports Car Club are 
going ahead with plans. 

Al Lindemann, president of 
the ODSCC said, "I'm used to 
this sort of thing. It won't be 
the first time in long years of 
sports car racing that obstacles 
were placed in our way." He 
continued to say, "The indica- 
tions we had were that Virginia 



Beach is hot for more spectator 
sports in the area. Certainly 
we didn't anticipate any prob- 
lem like this. We left arrange- 
ments for a permit up to Mr. 
Rose. We thought he knew what 
arrangements were necess- 
ary." 

The club is still following 
throiM with plans for a Solo 
I event to be held Aug. 30-31. 
But, they are warning race 
entrants that the event may 
never be held. 

Dave Norman, assistant city 
manager, said that although he 
did not attend the recent meet- 
ing, he was aware that Rose 
and the city 'officials were 
having difficulties concerning 
the Pungo track. 

"We are asking Mr. Rose 
to meet the conditions of the 
law," he said. "It doesn't make 
any difference what kind of event 
it is... sports car race or fair 
or anything else. We have asked 
for cooperation from Mr. Rose 
but he has failed to give it." 

Until the recent denial, the 
club has considered its main 
obstacle to be a track sanction 
from the Sports Car Club of 
America. "Track safety was 
our main concern,' ' said Linde-^ 
mann. "This new problem we 
never anticipated."

Training Added 



E. P. Brosnan, Manager of the 
Roanoke Veterans Administra- 
tion Regional Office, reports 
that some 4,300 veterans are in 
on-the-job training programs 
for policemen and firemen. 
Brosnan said he believes the 
program can contribute signi- 
ficantly to providing fully tr- 
ained personnel to meet press- 
ing community needs. 

Brosnan said the Richmond 
Department of Public Safety 
has 32 members of its Police 
Department in training under 
the Gl Bill. Many of these 
have been in training since 
December 2, 1968. This is the 
larg^t training proj^am in 
Virginia. 

The largest cities with VA- 
approved police training pro- 
grams include New York, San 
Francisco, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia, Cleveland, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Denver, Wilmington 
and Richmond. Altogether, 
some 150 locations have pro- 
grams in which 3,700 veterans 
are enrolled, Brosnan said. 

Approximately 600 veterans 
are in a similar program ^or 
firemen at 68 locations, includ- 
ing cities in Louisiana, Miss- 
ouri, New York, Minesota, 
Kansas and Pennsylvania. 
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According to Brosnan, police 
and fire departments interested 
in this training should contact 
their State Approving Agency 
for approval of on-the-job tr- 
aining courses. 

Basic requirements for vet- 
eran applicants in either train- 
ing course include a personal 
interview, a character investi- 
gation, and possession of a' 
driver's license. 

VA will supplement the pol- 
icemen's or firemen's earnings 
during the training period, but 
requires that they be paid at 
least 50 per cent of the regular 
salary. During the last month 
, of training tUey must be paid 
a minimum 85 per cent of the 
regular wage. 

The training programs gen- 
erally involve academic* in- 
struction as well as practical 
field experience. 

VA, in developing the training 
programs, Brosnan said, ex- 
pected the number of depart- 
ments and trainees involved in 
police training to be higher than 
that for firemen since, nation- 
ally, there are fewer firemen 
than policemen, and turnover 
generally has been lower 
among firemen.

In announcing the new total 
of enrollees, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration said that Viet-Nam 
veterans discharged to Aug.4, 
raised the ledger count to the 
highest peak in historv. 

In reviewing the veteran pop- 
ulation, E. P. Brosnan, Manager 
of the Roanoke VA Regional 
Office, noted that the average 
age of all 27 million veterans 
has increased to 44.3 years. 

Broken down by wars, the 
average age of veterans on the 
active rolls are- 
Spanish- American War (6,000 

I veterans) 90.3 years; World 
War I (1,647,000 veterans) 74.7 
years; World War II (14,592,000 
veterans) 49.7 years; Korean. 
Conflict (5,847,000 veterans)40 
years; and Viet-Nam era 

1(3,169,000 veterans) 26.2 years. 

Also on the VA rolls are 

[3,134,000 who served in the 

Armed Forces between the 

Korean Conflict and Viet-Nam. 

I Their average age is 30.7 years. 

The totals above tops 27 mill- 
lion since some veterans served 
|in more than one period. 

While most of the nation's 
■ veterans population have taken 
[advantage of some rights during 
the 25-year history of the GI 
pill, Brosnan pointed out, major 
iparticipation was four million 
I in education and anottier 7.5 
I million for on-tbe-J(A> training.

Y oung Ventriloquist 

Scripts Are the Big Problem

IT Wells Arouse Interest 



Physical oceanographers and 
marine geologists from the Vir- 
ginia Institute of Marine Science 
are stirring the curiosity of 
bathers and vacationers here 
this week by installing a Series 
of wells In the beach. 

The project is taking place 
a few hundred feet north of 
89th Street through the cooper- 
ation of the U.S. Army at Fort 
Story. It is primarily supported 
by a $27,000 grant with the 
Office of Naval Research. 

"This is a fundamental study 
of the Movement of underground 
water throu^^ the beach in re- 
sopnse to tides, rainfall, and 
high waves," said Dr. Wyman 
Harrison, head of the Depart- 
ment of Physical, Chemical and 
Geological Oceanography at 
VIMS. "As a result of these 
experiments on the beach, sci- 
entists and engineers may be 
better able to understand the 
processes of beach erosion. 

The secientists are installing 
a series 17 wells spaced 
ten feet apart along a line runn- 
ing from the dunes to the beach 
face. Once the wells and other 
research equipment is installed, 
they will begin to collect data 
by monitoring the level of the 
water table for a period of 30 



days. They will also monitor 
rainfall, wave height, wave per- 
iod, water depth at the breaking 
point, wind velocity and direc- 
tion, slope of the beach, sand 
grain size and other environ- 
mental parameters. The data 
will be analyzed by sophis- 
ticated computer techniques us- 
ing the VIMS data processing 
system. 



Steven Primeau is "almost 
ten" years old.

I guess I 
could, put two of them together 
and make one long one." Relief 
is, hopefully, coming Steven's 
way. "I've written to a pro- 
fessional ventriloquist. I think 
he might send me some scripts 
to use." 

Steven possesses all the pol- 
ish and self-assurance nor- 
mally awarded to entertainers 
-two or three times his age. 
He proved this when he recently 
performed for members of the 



Virginia Beach Public Library 
Summer Reading Pro-am. A- 
bout 20 of the readers had just 
been presented certificates for 
reading 15 or more books dur- 
ing a six-week span. And, afte^ 
having refreshments of cookies 
and punch, Steven captured their 
attention for ten minutes or 
more as he and Danny talked 
and joked about school-and 
neither had the slightest bit 
of nervous quiver in his voice. 
Steven and Danny have made 
about four such appearances 



before the general youthpublic. 
They took First Honorable Men- 
tion in the Alanton School Tal- 
ent Show and performed in an 
end-of-the-year assembly held 
in the school's library. 

Steven, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. D. G. Primeau of Ashley 
Drive, has one foot on the 
ground and the other hovering 
over ,tt»e first rung of the ladder 
of success.

Reeves Johnson, traffic safe- 
ty chief, has just released his 
findings on a traffic survey 
conducted in the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach showing the num- 
ber of vehicles which travelled 
into and out of Virginia Beach 
Borough during the month of 
July. 

The survey is conducted each 
year in order to obtain ad- 
ditional information on how 
many people spend the vacation 
and/or other leisure time in 
the resort city during July. 
The results of the survey 
show that Virginia Beach is 
becoming more popular each 
year as a resort city. The 
survey conducted by the mem- 
bers of Johnson's office last 
month indicated that 121,882 
vehicles travelled the main 
throughfares leading into the 
Beach Borough last month. This 
figure compares with ai total 
of 101,741 vehicles over the 
same thoroughfares during July 
1968. 

These figures were obtained 
by installed automatic counters 
on the roadways at eight of the 
mofit heavily travelled points 
of the thoroughfares. The sur- 
vey also showed that the lar- 
gest amount of traffic increase 
this year occurred at the Las- 
kin Road checkpoint, while there 
was a slight decrease recorded 
in the amount of traffic making 
use of 17th Street, or Virginia 
Beach Blvd. This could be at- 
tributed to an increased use 
of the Virginia Beach - Norfolk 
Expressway by motorists en- 
tering or leaving the city. 

Johnson said another traffic 
survey is currently being con- 
ducted throughout the city by 
the State Highway Department 
headquartered in Richmond, 
Va. This survey is being con- 
ducted throught the use of traf- 
fic counters which have been 
installed at some 80 checkpoints 
on all primary roadways in the 
city and the majority of the 
major secondary roadways. 
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This data, according to John- 
son, is being gathered through 
the use of the facilities of a 
transportation study being con- 
ducted throughout southeastern 
Virginia and includes all of 
Tidewater. The information ob- 
tained through the survey will 
be used in future fund alloca- 
tions for highway projects in 
Virginia Beach and should prove 
useful in assigning priorities 
to future roadway projects 
planned in the city. Johi^on said 
the State survey would continue 
throu^ August and the results 
forwarded to his office in the 
near future.

School Figures 




School officials say they have 
never put a $27 million price 
tag on bond issues for new 
schools for the next five years 
in Virginia Beach. Thiey add 
that the figure was estimated 
by a reporter for a Norfolk 
newspaper and has since never 
been confirmed or denied. 

"At no time did we tell City 
Council or anybody else how 
much schools will cost here 
for the next five years," said 
one official. "The $27 million 
figure was an estimate madeby 
a reporter after talking to sev- 
eral people. But it may not 
be too far from wrong." 

The same official said that 
the figure was so widely re- 
, ported that even some members 
of City Council were under the 
impression it was an accurate 
estimate made by school off- 
icials. E. E. Brickell, Super- 
intendent of schools, met with 
City Council recently in closed 
session to discuss school needs 
and was asked about the situ- 
tation. He said he told Council 
no figure whatsoever. 

He added that the only money 
mentioned was the existing 
$791,000 for a new school in 
Bayside. That money is in fed- 
eral funds. Council approved

One 
letter from a longtime resident 
of the city appears on p. 4 
of this issue, citing reasons 
why the assessment would be 
fair and make it easier for 
those who have lived here for 
many years to haqdle the new 
tax burdens. Several others, 
while they did not write letters, 
added the same type of com- 
ment to their replies. 

The few who oppose the as- 
sessment said they felt it would 
amount to discrimination and 
would force the homeowner to 
pay a higher price which would 
have to be passed from the buil- 
der to them.

Tuesday was Henry Howell's 
night to howl in Virginia Beach 
and in all of Tidewater, but 
statewide the howl turned to a 
whimper. William Battle won 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor t>y slightly better than , 
20,000 votes. 

In Virginia Beach, however, 
the story was quite different. 
A total of 53 per cent of the 
lil423 votes cast went to How- 
elf. The unofficial tally showed 
Howell with 8,173 to Battle's 
7,207. Thf Howell win has been 
called significant because Bat- 
tle won the city in the July 15 
primary by 19 votes. At that 
time, Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard, 
who was eliminated, garnered 
3,728. 

Battle received 5,351 in July 
and Howell received 5,332. The 
Pollard vote in most precincts 
appeared to split between the 
two remaining candidates Tues- 
day in the runoff, >Vith the edge 
going to Howell. In no precinct 
could the switch from Pollard 
be noted for either candidate 
almost exclusively. 

Guy Farley, in his runoff bid 
for nomination as Attorney Gen- 
eral ran second in Virginia 
Beach, as he did statewide. Far- 
ley also ran second in July in 
Virginia Beach to Bernard Le- 
vin, who was eliminated. Tues- 
day Andrew MiUer tallied 7,343 
votes to barely edge by Farley's 
7,119. 

In July Farley had 3,668 to 
Levin's 3,907. MiUer, on the 
other, hand had only 2,488. His 
sui^rters in Virginia Beach 
were pleased that he overcame 
the vote deficit in the five weeks 
between elections and success- 
fully passed Farley. They at-

Battle won 11 Virginia Beach 
precincts Tuesday, but won two 
by only one vote. Howell took 
the rest, but won one of those 
by only two votes. Miller only 
won 12 precincts in the city 
to Farley's 13, but in several 
of the larger precincts the Mil- 
ler total accounted for the 200- 
plus plurality. One precinct, 
Davis Corner, gave bott can- 
didates 106 votes. In most pre- 
cincts the vote was extremely 
close in the Attorney General's 
race. 

In a number of precincts 
election judges said that at least 
one of every four who voted 
Tuesday did not vote in the 
July 15 primary, but that many 
who voted at that time did not 
show up in the runoffpriinary 
election. 

Three precincts voted more 
than 1,000 persons. Aragona, 
which gave 721 votes to Howell 
and 320 to Battle, voted 1,042. 
Kempsville, which gave 873 
votes to Howell and 651 to Bat- 
tle, voted 1,529, the largest 
turnout in the city. And Wood- 
stock, which gave 750 votes to 
Battle's 531, voted 1.284

Thieves used company tools 
in ripping open a safe and 
taking nearly $2,000 during a 
breakin at Colonial Mercury 
Motors Inc., on Virginia Beach 
Blvd. early last Thursday.

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Traffic Schoo 1 Proposed, 
Salary Increases Studied 



A Traffic-Court sponsored 
driving school and a salary 
study were topics of discussion 
at Monday's informal sessicm of 
the Virginia BeachCityCouncil. 

Newly -appointed Traffic 
Court Judge H. L. Lam appeared 
before City Council asMng that 
S2,400 be appropriated to fin- 
ance a special driving school 
for traffic violators. TTieviola- 
tors would be subject to the 
school along with the already- 
existing fine and jail sentence. 

Lam proposed that a course, 
conducted by School Board em- 
ployees, be made available for 
four nights with two hour sess- 
ions each night. Lam said Oiat 
"repeaters" were cut 65^ in 
other cities with such a school. 
In July there were 1927 traiiic 
cases wompared to a total of 
1916 civil and police cases. 

A special ordinance M^-as dr- 
awn up by City Atty. Harry 
Marshall that would give the 
court powers of contempt for 
those who failed to ^^ear for 
the driving school sessions. 
Marshall said that he would for- 
mally present the ord^mce at 
the next meeting. 

City Manager Roger M. Scott 
announced the results of astudy 
of salaries which| despite 
claims of discrimination, show- 
ed that employees of constitu- 
tional offices have done as well 
as general city employees. 

Scott was asked to investi- 
gate the matter after Commiss- 
ioner of Revenue Ivan Mapp, 
speaking for the constitutional 
officers, asked for pay increa- 
ses for Qieir employees because 
they were being discriminated 
agSLlnst. 

"In the study the 16 employ- 
ees of the Commissioner of Re- 
venue who were employed at 
merger and remain employed... 
1 find that the increase in salary 
during this period averages 50.1 
per cent (from a low ol 40 per 
cent to a high of 80.2 per cent.) 
said Scott. 

During the same period the 
salary increases for city em- 
ployees averaged 50.3 percent. 

Scott said, "This shows very 
graphically that the constitu- 
tional employees have faired 
as well as general city employ- 
ees during this period. In fkct 
some city employees have re- 
ceived as little as 15 per cent 
in salary increases since the 
time of merger. 

It was further determined 
through bis study that it would 
be improper and possibly illegal 
for tbe dty to place the employ- 
ees oftheconstitutional officers 
on the city's pay scale or to 
try to classify these employees 
under ttie ci^ merit system." 

lAapp thanked Scott for his 
effort and the council for its 
interest. He said that it was 
an eye opener for him. 

Magpp said that one problem 
stiU existls. This is the fact 
that some 10 and 12-year em- 
ployees are being paid only 
two steps over completely new 
employees.

Recent heavy rains and con- 
sequenttal flooding mav have 
cost Ba&k Bay farmers as 
much as $100,000. Particularly 
hard hit were soybeans, an 
important money crop in the 
city's agricultural economy. 

The damage was reviewed re- 
cently by City Councilman J. 
Curtis Payne, and Kenneth 
Wbitehurst Sr. who represent 
Princess Anne and Pungo bor- 
oughs respectively. Assistant 
City Manager David Norman 
and Aubrey Holmes, a soil con- 
servationist for the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

"There has been crop damage 
throughout the city from the 
abnormal rain situation since 
July 20," E.R. Cockrell, city 
agricultural agent said. He said, 
however, that he %as unable to 
estimate the total city-wide loss 
from the flooding. 

Councilman Payne said that 
he iapei some aid can be ob- 
tained for farmers who have 
suffered ttie greatest crop los- 
ses. Cockrell said the soybeans 
have been danfaged the most, 
althou^ other vegetables have 
been hurt 

Payne said, "I don't know 
what an>roach we might take at 
this time. We will discuss this 
Witt) other officials after we've 
looked over the damage." He 
said that the farmers aren't 
protected by insurance from 
flood losses. 

The $100,000 damage figure 
is strictly an estimate, accord- 
ing to Payne. A more specific 
assessment of the damage suf- 
fered by individual tarmers is 
expected tp be arrived at later.

a use permit to meet']i^>!>pt!r 
zoning requirements. In atkli- 
tion the part on city property 
must be torn down. Should the 
permits wt be granted, the 
entire pier would have to be 
destroyed. 

In another land matter that 
has been before City Council 
many times, develc^er Clyde 
Collier moved another step to- 
ward being able to build his 
home on Blackbeard Island ih 
tbe Middle of Lake Joyce. 

The lake is owned by the 
city of Virginia Beach, as is 
a 25-foot perimeter around the 
lake. The city purchased it 
from Norfolk with a reversion 
clause if it should ever be used 
for anything but recreational 
use. 

That was questioned wh^n 
Collier wished to build a cause- 
way across city property to. the 
island in the middle, which it 
took a court case to prove' he 
owned. Residents of the area 
opposed the causeway because 
of their use of the lake now 
for water skiing and boating. 

The residents also say to al- 
low Collier to build across the 
perimeter would be using pub- 
lic property for private use. 
Vice Mayor Robert Cromwell 
pointed out, however, that re- 
sidents all around the lake are 
also using the land for boat 
houses and piers, which he said 
is also private use. 

Cromwell, Collier and Coun- 
cilman Lawrence Marshall will 
now meet to attempt to settle 
the malter and to determine 
the effect of a causeway on 
drainage and water flow. 

The legal question of rever- 
sion has now been sailed in 
Collier's favor." 

Collier has been trying to 
build his home on the island, 
for some time, but has run 
into snags, legal and otherwise, 
for several years. Collier de- 
veloped Bay lake Pines, the ar^ 
in which the lake and island lie.:

Workshops Help Ease f^\^^'^ 
Local Desegregation y„ checks 



School administration per- 
v^^oimel this week concluded a 
series of Workshops geared to 
Iron out any possible desegra- 
gation problems which teachers 
students may face this fall when 
the last segregation in Virginia 
Beach schools ends. 

City Councilmen, School 
Board members, PTA officers. 
Council of Civic Organizations 
representatives, the city man- 
ager and assistant city mana- 
ger, church and civic leaders 
were briefed on the planned 
workshops last week by School 
Supt. E. E. Brickell. 

Brickell first reminded the 
people present of Virginia 
Beach's desegregation history 
since 1961. "There have been 
no Incidents of any great sig- 
nificance, no riots, no demon- 
strations. People sat down a- 
cross the table and worked 
things out." 

Pointing to sclentificlc ad- 
vances In the last few years, 
Brickell said, " Man stiU seems 
to have trouble with man. The 
solution won't be with scientific 
theories and mathematical for- 
mulae. It emcompasses contact 
and involvement." 

He said total commitment is 
needed by everyone. "There's 
no room for 75%. There's plenty 
of room for conflict. It's ex- 
pected. We're preparing for it," 
Brickell said that acceptance 
of thedesegregation plan locally 
is a tribute to the people who 
have worked to make it a 
success. "We're here UDd«" our 
own free will— not under a court 
mandate." 

Conduction the workshops, 
one for administrative and re- 
sorce personnel and another for 
teachers, counselors and libr- 
arians, were eaqpertslnthefield 
of desegregation, including con- 
sultants from the University of 
South Carolina Center for De- 
segregation. The program was 
set iq> by a bi-racial committee 
who studied such programs in 
Arlington, Hampton and South 
Carolina. 

Students attending Union 
Kempsville High School were 
prq;)ared in April when they 
vistied the schools they will 
attend this fall. Union Kemps- 
ville has become the Center 
for Effective Learning and will 
{ft^ntA he used as a hi|^ school 

>gabu 

U^r, Brickell coitfinued, 
"We realized we hadn't done 
enoagb to prepare crossover 



teachers." Br ickeU described 
cross-over teactiMs as pnis 
who will be teaching in a basic- 
ally different racial isituation 
than in the past. Teachers as 
well as students at all schools 
will be intergrated in September. 

The workshops, he said, will 
make known somepossibledan- 
gerous situations. "There will 
be practical problems, not all 
high-blown theory. We want to 
do something about the pro- 
blems before they happen."

The Veterans Administration 
is as anxious is ttie veteran 
to Gl education checks arrive 
on time this fall. 

Judging from e}g)erience go- 
ing back a quarter of a centruy 
through three GI Bills, E. P. 
Brosnan, Manager of the Roa- 
hoke VA Regional Office, points 
out the number of delays would 
be reduced drastically if vet- 
erans and schools did 'their 
part of the required paper- 
work—and did it on time. 

If the veteran who was in 
coUege last semester followed 
instructions and returned his 
Certificate of Attendance at ttie 
end of the last term, he has 
nothing more to do before his 
checks start arriving this fall, 
assuming the college registrar 
follows through and promptly 
returns the completed enroll- 
ment certifications to the VA. 

If the veteran did not return 
his Certification of Attendance, 
he should do so Immediately 
to reduce the period of delay. 
If the certification Is lost, the 
veteran should contact the VA 
office that Issued It to him. 

Veterans enrolling for the 
first time— or who have changed 
college or program— must be 
certain: 

1. They have obtained a pro- 
per Certificate of Ellglbllty 
from the Veterans Administra- 
tion. 

2. They have submitted this 
Certificate to the college reg- 
istrar. 

3. The college registrar re- 
turned the completed certificate 
to the VA. 

Veterans should allow ap- 
proximately 45>days for receipt 
of the Initial check. Thereafter 
checks will be mailed on a 
monthly basis.

Indian relics was reported this , 
past week at the Skicoak Li- 
ving Museum of the American 
Indian, located off Virginia 
Beach Blvd. near Princess Anne 
High School. 

According to officials of the 
museum, the find consisted of 
about 40 pieces of a clay cook- 
ing pot at a location which ap- 
parently was used as a tempo- 
rary fire-place by Indians as 
they moved through the region. 
Initial inspection of the ma- 
terial indicates it was formed 
from clay in the area and is 
estlmjited to be between 500 
and 1,000 years old. The relics 
are being forwarded to the 
Smithsonian Institute, in Wash- 
ington, D. C, for evaluation, 
and will then be placed on dis- 
play at the Skicoak Museum. 

Discovery of the relics was 
made by young Chris Merrll, 
who was attending day camp 
at the museum, while digging 
for Indian relics during an ar- 
chaeological expedition in the 
fields contained in the museum. 
The find represents the most 
complete piece of any Indian 
relic ever uncovered on the pro- 
perty, which years ago was a 
portion ofthe old, original Pem- 
broke Farm, and resulted In 
young Merrll receiving an aw- 
ard for locating the most In- 
teresting Indian artifact found 
on the property during the past 
week.

The Democrats have ended their struggle 
with a Battle. William Battle, Charlottesville 
attorney and former ambassador to Australia, 
bas won the nomination for Governor in the 
November election, in one of the bloodiest 
fratricides the Democratic Party in Virginia 
has seen in this century. 

The moderate candidate was challenged ever 
so strongly by the people's candidate, Henry 
Howell. Howell almost pullM it off too. He 
had no legislative support and no organized 
supoort from newspapers across the state. 
The only ones on his side were the people. 
And they put him within 20,000 votes of the 
prize he worked for two years to win. 

Battle was in trouble following the first 
primary in which Fred Pollard was elimin- 
ated. Although he gathered in some of Pollard'i^ 
support, it took the combined efforts of Gover- 
nor Godwin, Senators and Congressmen to i»it 
Battle over the top. And they came from all 
factions of the party because they were afraid 
Howell just might do it after all, so surprised 
were they by the momentum he had gained 
and his excellent showing in the first primary. 

Thus it was the old-line Organization, which 
Battle had shunned and disavowed connection 
with, had to be the determining factor in 
nomination. Without that active support his 
nomination would have been less than secure. 

Liberals Sargeant Reynolds and Amlrew 
Miller won handily the nominations for Lt. 
Governor and Attorney General respectively. 
Reynolds won in July and Miller squashed 
the hoipes of Guy Farley in the runoff. 

The Democratic Party must now reach a 
serious decision. Only all-out support in ttie 
fall will 'make it possible for Battle to win 
over the GOP challenger Linwood Holton. 

Holton, erudite and soft-spoken, is already 
running at a fast pace arKl is gaining gr(Mmd 
every day. His only drawbacks are his running 
mates, Buz Dawbarn and Dick Obenshain. 
Even if Holton should win, it is most likely 
tlat Reyrolds anl Miller will fill the Nos. 2 and 
3 spots.

The Influence of forces 
aligned with Jack Egheridge, who supported 
Battle, is still being assessed, but initial re- 
action is that the Etheridge forces have lost 
ground measurably throu^ the runoff election. 

Kellam has always been a "strai^t" Demo- 
crat, and would not defect from the party at 
this time because his city opponent endorsed 
the eventual primary winner. Kellam will vote 
for Battle. Of that there is no douM. If others 
follow his lead the Democratic Party and 
Battle «m be on safer battleground, but if 
they do not the future could be stormy for 
Battle and the party.

There are only two gubernatorial contests 
nationwide ttis year. The nati(»al party has 
already begun dumping money and influence into 
the state, and President Nixon is already 
scheduled to aid bis onetime key campaign 
worker, Lin Holton.

as moderator for the meeting, 
which was sponsored by Mr.

In the meantime the woman 
on the phone was speaking to a 
woman who wanted to know if 
the Virginia Beach SPQA would 
accept her "orphan" snakes. 
They had hatched from an egg 
her children had found on vac- 
ation. The woman in question 
is Carole Kolback, former vol- 
unteer and now fulltime em-; 
ployee of the SPCA. Her job 
can and does involve most 
everything that concerns the 
SPCA. 

Since the SPCA has run short 
of funds and now faces a $10,000 
note which is due on its building 
at Oceana Blvd. and Gen Booth 
Blvd., the staff has been cut 
to two. They work a six-day 
week and won't evenjliscuss the 
number of hours this entails. 

The other half of the work- 
ing-partnership is Everett H. 
Bennett, who also recently 
joined the SPCA. They are in 
charge of everything -- that 
means caring for animals, pick- 
ing up hurt animals, cleaning 
cages (literally a nevjr-ending 
job in itself), and e^n taking 
cats with nursing kittens home 
at night so their cages will be 
available to dogs which are kept 
outside in the daytime. 

In addition there is a full- 
time volunteer, Willy Holley. 
Unfortunately he must return 
to school in September. 

Help Needed 

Although there have been a 
number of volunteers, many of 
them are children who will be 
returning to school. Others, 
although Mrs. Kolt^ck tries to 
schedule them at regular times, 
often come at their own conven- 
ience. 

Presently, two portable 
toilets stand oulside iiie SPCA 
as mute evldmce of ttfe or^n- 



ization's recent problems. Due 
to all the recent rains, the 
septic tanks have not been in 
working order for a month. 

"The majority ofpeopledon't 
realize we aren't supported by 
the City," said Mrs. Kolback. 
"We have no source of income 
other than donations. Some peo- 
ple actually act insulted when 
we ask {hem for a contribution 
when we accept their animals. 
Even 25 cents is welcome. Anyr 
thing helps." 

"We get no discounts on food 
or milk," added Bennett, "and 
the animals have to be fed 
whether we have money or not. 



"We work here principally 
oecause of our love of animals." 
rhey don't get away from them 
at home either. Bennett raises 
dogs, and Mrs. Kolback has 
three dogs, a cat, rabbit and 
a couple of tanks of tropical 
fish— plus what she takes home 
with her. ^ 



Anbnals Abandoned 

"We never know what we'll 
find on the front steps when we 
come to work," said Mrs. 
Kolback. That particular day it 
was a box of kittens. Mrs. 
Kolback said the SPCA has no 
facilities for unweaned animals.

Mrs. Kolback also expressed 
her concern over the number 
of sick animals that are left. 
"We aren't veterinarians." 
There are no isolation facilities 
«ither. A recent virus recently 
spread through most of the cat 
population. 

"People are not honest either 
about whether or not the animals 
have had their shots." said 
Mrs. Kolback. "We'll take them 
either way. W© want to know 
for the protection of the other 
animals."

The SPCA ad- 
vises anyone who adopts an 
animal to take it to a veterin- 
arian for a^check up within 
three to five days for their own 
benefit. 

Desperate Saturday 

On a recent "desperate Sat- 
urday" when the SPCA sent out 
a plea for help to prevent its 
closing, 25 dogs and 11 cats 
were adopted and "piles of 
newspapers" were donated. A 
man from a humane shelter 
in Pennsylvania who was here 
On vacation read a newspaper 
story about the SPCA's plight 
and offered his services. Many 
new volunteers were recruited. 

However bright the preceding 
paragraph might sound, there is 
still one big problem looming 
in the foreground— the $10,000 
loan. Donations are the only 
answer.

Fat, It has been theorized, does 
not form fat. Perhaps fat fights 
fat. And the grapefruit juice is 
this new diet might act as a 
catalyst (the "trigger") to start 
the fat burning process.

Dirarf varieties of certain 
anmial flowers may be used 
as colorful and interesting house 
plants. Some of them are quite 
easy to grow and will add a 
new dimension to your indoor 
gardening activity. 

The best annual flowers for 
this purpose are ttiose which 
normally produce an abundance 
of flowery, and especially those 
which grow well in partial shade 
in the garden. Such plants will 
usually develop a good number 
of flowers under the light con- 
ditions which can be provided 
in the home. 

Plant seeds during late Au- 
gust to provide flowers during 
early winter. Some of the best 
species for you to try include 
browallia, celosia, impatiens, 
lobelia, marigold, snapdragon, 
and vinca. 

The best procedure is to sow 
your seeds in small peat pots. 
Use a growing media of equal 
parts of shredded peat moss and 
vermicullte. Add six ounces of 
ground limestone and six oun- 
ces of 5-10-5 garden fertilizer 
per bushel. In measuring the 
lime and fertilizer, one cup 
equals eight ounces. 

When the plants are about 
five weeks old, transplant them 
to five inch pots. The regular 
red clay pots may be used, 
or some of the newer plastic 
containers. Be sure they have 
a bole and good drainage mat- 
erial in the bottom of the pot. 

bi transplanting, surround 
and cover the ball of roots with 
a good soil mixture. This can 
be made by adding one quart 
of dried manure to five quarts 
of the peat moss and vermicullte 
mixture. 

Place the potted annual flo- 
wers in well-lighted locations. 
The use of artificial )ight will 
help promote blooming during 
the cloudy weather in the win- 
ter. A compact plant may be 
secured by pinching bacic the 
branches before they become 
too long. Feed your plants about 
every two weeks with a solu- 
ble house plant fertilizer, fol- 
lowing the instructions on the 
package. 



varieties which will make low 
shapely plants. BrowalUa tol- 
erates shade in the garden and 
will bloom freely in the home 
during the fall and winter. Blue 
Bell Improved and Sapphire are 
good varieties which grow ab- 
out ten inches tall. 

The dwarf forms of celosia 
or cockscomb will provide 
bright red or yellow blooms. 
The plumed type develops a 
more graceful plant tian the 
crested forms. The Feather 
strain grows about 12 inches 
tall. Gold Gem and Orange Gem 
are about ten inches tall. If 
you like the crested type try 
Empress, Gladiator, or Kardi- 
nal which grow at>out 12 inches 
tall, or Jewel Box which is eight 
inches. 

Impatiens is another shade 
tolerant plant which is good 



for growing in the home. The 
Scarlet, Orange, or Pink Baby 
varieties grow about eight in- 
ches tall. Elfin is about 15 and 
very free flowering. 

The best marigolds include 
Petite at six inches tall, and 
Cupid, Sparky, Dully and Sunkist 
which are ten inches high. 

Vinca is quite tolerant of 
heat. Coquette, Bright Eye, and 
Rosy Pink are suggested as 
varieties to try which grow ab- 
out ten inches tall. 

Snapdragons require a cool 
temperature and plenty of light 
so you may have more trouble 
with this plant. If you want to 
try your skill with this some- 
what difficult specie, plant Flo- 
ral Carpet which grows eight 
inches tall, orPromenadewhich 
reaches a height of 12 inches.

Brush bottom and sides of 9- 
inch spring form pan with mar- 
garine; dust lightly with flour.

Combine 
apricot puree, brown sugar, 
egg yolks, 3 tablespoons mar- 
garine, marmalade, lemon juice 
and salt in double boiler top.

This month, with over 24 mil- 
lion Americans receiving $2.5 
billion a montti in ^Mdal Se- 
curity benefits and 20 milUpn 
people insured by Medicare, the 
Social Security Amidstratlon 
will celebrate its 34th anni- 
versary, Charles E.Teets, dis- 
trict manager of Social Secu- 
rity in Norfolk announced re- 
cently. 

The anniversary is being ob- 
served with ceremcmies and 
special displays in many So- 
cial Security offices ttiroughout 
the country, as well as at the 
national headquarters in Wood- 
lawn, Md., just outside of Bal- 
timore. At the headquarters, 
an historical room is being 
opened this week showing me- 
mentos of the agency's history 
including the desk used by all 
the heads of the Social Security 
system since 1935. 

The first benefits to retired 
workers were paid in 1940. 
By that time amendments to the 
law had been passed to pro- 
vide additional benefits for the 
dependents and survivors of 
insured workers. 

In 1950 and thereafter, co- 
verage was extended to mil- 
lions of other people who were 
not covered under the original 
law ~ farm workers, state 
and local Government employ- 
ees, domestic workers, minis- 
ters, self-employed doctors, 
professioiols, and members of 
the armed forces. 

In 1956, disability protection 
was added to cover the thou- 
sands of pe(q>le who could no 



longer work because of serious 
illness or injury. 

In 1965, Congress created 
Medicare to help people 65 and 
older pay hospital, doctor and 
other medical bills. In just 3 
short years. Medicare has co- 
vered 17 million hospital stays 
of elderly people. And there 
were more than one million 
admissions for posthospital ex- 
tended care. Older people have 
also received visits in their 
own homes from visiting nur- 
ses, physical therapists, and 
other health care specialists, 
paid for by Medicare. Payments 
under the hospital insurance 
program totaled §10.9 billion 
for the 3-year period, and a 
total of $4.6 billion has been 
paid under the medical in- 
surance program, which helps 
pay for doctor bills and other 
medical services. 

In 1967, still other changes 
were made. Disable<) widows 
became eligible for benefits 
at 50, people disabled before 
31 needed less work to quali- 
fy for benefits, and children 
became eligible on their mo- 
ther's earnings record on the 
same basis as on their father's. 

Through the years, increases 
in monthly benefit amounts were 
made to keep pace with the 
rising cost of living. Today's 
average monthly benefit to a 
retired worker is $95, com- 
parkl to $63 ten years ago. 
The average benefit for a re- 
tired coiq}le is ^t69«^^onth, 
compared to $111 ten years 
ago.

Safe Place 

Family documents such as 
military discharge papers and 
birth and marriage certificates 
should be kept where they are 
protected from fire and theft, 
and yet handily, available, ac- 
cording to E. P. Brosnan, ma- 
nager of the Roanoke Veterans 
Administration Regional Office. 

Claims for veterans benefits 
may require support or evi- 
dence from these documents, 
Brosnan said. 

He suggested other important 
documents that veterans and 
their families should safeguard 
including separation papers, 
death certificates, divorce de- 
crees and guardianship or child 
custody evidence. 

Veterans claims which may 
require these documents in- 
clude disability or death com- 
pensation or pension and burial 
benefits.

The GI Bill education ana 
training program is the vet- 
eran benefit that most interests 
returning Vietnam era veter- 
ans, accordingto E. P. Brosnan, 
manager of the Roanoke Veter- 
. ans Administration Regional 
Office. 

This was confirmed by more 
than 2^,000 such veterans who 
eifhet mailed or personally 
brought to the Veterans Admin- 
istration a reply card inviting 
them to check specific veteran 
benefits on which they wanted 
more detailed information. 

Brosnan said education and 
training was checked on 67 
per cent of the cards received 
from these 23,000 veterans. The 
next most frequently checked 
benefit on which more informa- 
tion was desired was VA med- 
ic lor dental treatment~58 per 

Qt. A close third at 52 per 
.ent was the GI Bill home loan 
program. 

Employment ranked next at 
39 per cent, followed by the 
VA hospital program (35 per 
cent), on-the-job training (33 
per cent), converted Service- 
men's Group Life Insurance 
(23 per cent), and service-conn- 
ected disability compensation 
payments (13 per cent). These 
statistics represent the per cent 
of times each benefit area was 
checked in relation to the num- 
ber of cards returned. 

Except foir their greater in- 
terest in on-the-job training 
(44 compared with 31 percent), 
disadvantaged veterans who had 
not cotapleted high school be- 
fore entering service expressed 
almost the same degree of in- 
terest in the various veteran 
benefits as veterans with a high 
school education or more. 

Brosnan said all of the nearly 
75,000 veterans now being re- 
turned to civilian life each mo- 
nth this veteran benefit infor- 
mation letter from VA.

James Hansen, Piedmont Air- 
lines Senior Pilot and a reco- 
gnized safety expert on air- 
ports. He took exception with 
several points made by Crum- 
bley. 

Hansen said the new, large 
300-plus passenger planes 
would have to bypass Norfolk 
because of the safety problems 
and because the extended run- 
ways would not be finished un- 
til 1980 or so. 

He also disputed Crumbley's 
claim that the Boeing 747, the 
first ot the superjets and which 
will l)e operational this fall, 
could take off on a 9,000 foot 
runway. 

He said that estimate was 
made based on a temperature 
of 59-degrees, and with less 



than full fuel and passeiiger 
complements. 

Crumbley also said a 13- 
yeav old school, directly on the 
runway approach in Norfolk 
would' have to be torn down^or 
the sake of safety. Critics also 
say the airport . is dangerous 
because of roads and densely 
populated areas around it, as 
well as the flighf path of the 
Navy's Air Station nearby. 

Hansen said that all estimates 
concerning the expansion were 
made by the consultants with- 
out any advice from the pilots 
who would have to fly into the 
airport. 

Crumbley said that the safety 
precautions were adequate, 
however. 

Crumbley also said that there 
was sufficient acreage at Nor- 
folk, more than Washington Nat- 
ional, (which cannot accept the 
large planes) and LaGuardia in 
New York. It was pointed out 
to him that both are obsolete 
airports. 

For the first time publicly 
Crumbley admitted that another 
airport may be necessary in 
Tidewater by 1990 or so, but 
said that Norfolk Regional could 
suffice until 2000. 

The contention by critics is 
that while laiid is cheaper, plans 
for this new airport should be 
made and that only the money 
necessary be spent on upgrad- 



ing^ the present field for even- 
tual cargo and general aviation 
use. 

Crumbley also said that the 
board of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber ofCnrnmercehadbeen 
informed of the plans for ex- 
pansion, but was not asked for 
approval. He said the expan- 
sion plans were firm and that 
the Authority was committed 
to the plan. But he added that 
its central location still made 
this the best idea. 

Recently the Virginia Beach 
Industrial Development Auth- 
ority endorsed the expansion 
plans, based on the proximity 
of the present airport to its 
new industrial property at Little 
Creek. 

Crumbley's only monetary 
figure was about :j!24 million for 
the first phase of expansion. 
Reliable sources estimate full 
expansion as planned will be as 
high as $50 million. Crumbley 
would not comment on this. 

Several of the Jaycees said 
they favored another consult- 
ants's report, paid for by all 
the South Tidewater cities at 
a cost of about $40,000, part 
of which would comf from the 
federal governrtient. Construc- 
* ton of a new airport would also 
be supported by federal funds. 

The bond market is consider- 
ed quite poor at present for the

When City Council passed the 
current operating budget for the 
present fiscal year City Mana- 
ger Roger Scott informed Coun- 
cilmen that the welfare depart- 
ment's budget would be increas- 
ed, but that he would hot know 
exactly how much until some- 
time in the future.

In other action Monday Coun- 
cil agreed to institute a traffic 
school in the city and appro- 
priated $2,400 for its operation

with planning director Patrick 
Standing and assistant City 
Manager David Norman, were 
appointed as Virginia Beach's 
three representatives on the 
new Southeastern Virginia 
Planning District Commission.

When the code was passed 
as a resolution or policy state- 
ment, a number of city employ- 
ees were forced to resip from 
political positions in both major 
parties and to take a back seat 
in all future elections. 

The code does not cover em- 
ployees of thes Constitutional 
Officers, however, and does 
not cover employees of the 
courts. The Constitutional off- 
ices are City Treasurer, 
Commissioner of Revenue, City 
Sargeant, Commonwealth's Att- 
orney and Clerk of Courts. ' 

As far as is known there 
ihas been no violation of the code! 
of ethics by classified employ- 
ees, but those not covered by

School Supt. E.F. Brickell,

The goals, and an evalution 
of the city's schools, class 
by class, ar? necessary to give 
the taxpayer his money's worth 
in today's world of increasing 
taxes and costs, Brickell said. 

As an example, Brickell ask- 
ed if study lialls are necessary 
in high schools, and if they 
are' not what should they be 
replaced with? He also point- 
ed to the remedial programs,

"As we in education spend 
a larger and larger proportion 
of the tax dollar, we should ex- 
pect to be held more and more 
accountable for direct, positive 
learning results gleaned from 
that spending," said Brickell. 
"It would be foolhardy and un- 
realistic to think otherwise, 
and it could be near-fatal to 
public education. 

"What I am proposing, aiK) 
without a shred of criticism 
of what we are doing, or have 
been doing, is a massive eval- 
uation of our schools, done by 
those who know them l>est, the 
professional staff members, 
you and me. What I am pro- 
posing here is evaluation in 
every classroom, in every de-

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i Coat of Text Books 
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City Council Monday formally 
was presented with the Virginia 
Beach Development Council 
study of tourism and industry 
A VBDC committee had made 
a detailed study of the practices 
surrounding both being employ- 
ed in Jacksonville and Ft. Lau- 
derdale, Fla. 

The chairman of the comm- 
ittee, Richard Cockrell, pre- 
sented five recommendations 
that he said he hoped the city 
would adopt as soon as possible. 

They include the establish- 
ment of a new city department 
of Economic Development, dir- 
ectly responsible to the City 
Manager.

Kids Could Walk to School 



Three hundred thousand bo- 
oks would make quite a stack. 

That's the approximate and 
admittedly conservative num- 
ber of new text books ordered 
for the Virginia Beach public 
schools for this fall. That is 
not the total number of text 
books which will be purchased, 
for many parents t>uy as many 
used books as they can or pass 
them down from one child to 
another when it is feasible. 

Parents, especially ones new 
to the area, often complain 
about the high cost of t>ooks. 
Others point accusing fingers 
at Norfolk schools, which pro- 
vide free books for children. 
They overlook one big differ- 
ence. Virginia Beach provides 
transportation for students; 
Norfolk does not. That item 
added $335,000 to the 1969-70 
Virginia Beach School budget. 

There was some dicusston 
about fr'ie textbooks at a School 
Board meeting last year. It 
was pointed out that w ith the cost 
of pupil transportation, free 
text books were out of theques- 
tion. This is upheld by the fact 
tiiai City Council tnmnieu uie 
school Board Budget by $700, 
000 last spring. 

Vlriglnia Beach residents are 
reluctant to pay bi^er taxes. 
However, as more and more 
schools are needed, books will 
also lave to t>e suf^lied by 
some meaia. Like it or not, 
parents' buying books is pro- 
bably the o(»t ec(»omical way 



to handle the problem. 

h amities with several child- 
ren, especially if there is any 
great span of ages, may really 
find themselves in a bind fin- 
ancially 3t the beginning of the 
school term, esperially with the 
expense of clothes, etc., added 
in. Heal hardship cases are 
checked out by visiting teachers. 
Books are supplied for indigent 
children by the school admin- 
istration. 

PTAs in the schorils have 
helped the problem, and ex- 
penses consideralby by con- 
ducting used book sales each 
year. PTA members handle the 
sale of the books in the fall. 
Prices vary according to the 
condition of the books and what 
the previous owner thinks they 
are worth. 

If parents are buying all new 
books for their rhildrfn this 
fall, the price tag will read like 
this: first grade, $7.55; second, 
$8.76; third, $14.47; fourth, 
$19.56; fifth, S15.25; sixth, 
$15.19; seventh, $21.51. The 
jump in price in the fourth 
grade is accounted for by a 
dictionary. 

Some parents complain that 
the books change every year 
and that the bo<^ ttat one 
child had cannot t>e used for 
another. It just seems that way. 
Books are adi^ted for a six- 
year period. However, th^ are 
adopted on a rotating basis so 
• that all do not change the same

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Rehinding Became Necessity 



W. T. Cooke Elementary 
Scbool is in the book binding 
business. 

It was almost a necessity, 
according to George Chandler, 
the principal. Cooke is unique 
in, the public school system in 
tht^ text books, tbe same ones 
used ill other puUic schools, 
are leased to students on a 
yearly basis rather than sold. 

Nobody is sure how long this 
has been the policy, but it dates 
' back before the Virginia Beach- 
Princess Anne County merger 
in 1961. At that time Cooke 
was the only elementary school 
in the Beach Borough. 

Chandler inherited the lease 
plan when he became principal 
of the school four years ago. 
A book collector, he soon put 
his bookbinding skills to work. 
He once took a book binding 
course at Columbia University 
while he was still in the Navy. 
Now that he has the liasic equip- 
ment he can rebind the text 
books for about 30 cents each. 

"The average text book lasts 
three years," said Chandler. 



"An average $3 book is adopted 
for six years. Instead of re- 
placing worn out books, we re- 
bind ttiem. This works out to 
atwiit 55 cents per year cost 
against $1. The surplus is put 
into a sinking fund for the pur- 
chase' of new books when 
needed." 

Under the plan at Cooke, stu- 
dents pay a total of $6 a year 
for all text oooks and work 
books. Books are issued to stu- 
dents by number so that lost 
books are easily returned. If 
a book is lost permanently, 
the student must pay the full 
replacement price of the book. 
Althou^, said Chandler, "stu- 
dents are free to buy a used 
book at another school as a 
replacement." Fines arelevied 
for damage to books. 

The rebinding consists of glu- 
ing plastic to a cardboard cover 
to give it substance. Books are 
placed in a press until com- 
pletely dried, then they are tr- 
immed. Books are thus "re- 
vived" for another three years. 
Three students do the rebinding 
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• Annie Hayden trims a book after it is bound. 
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during the summer months. 
Chandler's only problem has 
been in locating the tjrpe of 
plastic he wants this y^r. 

Out of date books which are 
no longer used in the school 
system are given to Operation 
Handclasp, a organization which 
sends text books overseas. 

One problem of other schools 
setting up the lease system is 
the initial outlay for books. 
Chandler does not Inow where 
the original money came from 
at Cooke. And, as Chandler 
pointed to his binding operation, 
"It's a difficult problem money- 
wise unless you want to get into 
this other stuff.''

year. Changes are up to the 
State Board of Education which 
sends out a list of approved 
books for each subject. School 
systems are then freetochoo.<;e 
the ones they prefer from that 
list. For instance, this fall new 
mathematics and science books 
were chosen. Health books were 
also due to be changed, but 
this was postpned for a year 
for the sake of parents. Two 
years ago English and social 
studies texts were adopted. 
They \yill not change for another 
three or four years. 

High school texts are on the 
same rotation basis, but aosts 
vary greatly according to the 
subjects the students are taking. 
In addition, some business and 
supplem^entary materials are 
not on the text list, and their 
prices fluctuate. 

If you think you have pro- 
blems with bocks, just remem- 
ber everyone els^ith school 
age children is in the same 
boat.

District court in Norfolk, on 
the order of Chief Judge Cle- 
ment F. Haynsworth,^ Jr., of 
the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals! 

Those who will comprise the 
federal panel include U.S. Cir- 
cuit Judge John D. Butzner, Jr., 
District Judge Richard B. Kel- 
1am, and District Judge Robert 
R. Merhige, Jr. 

Noting that another court pro- 
cedure is scheduled Sept. 12 
in Virginia Beach against the 
theater management in connec- 
tion witlj the initial seizure of 
ffie^niih, flefense attorney Sacks 
has Indicated he is scheduled 
to appear before Judge Merigjie 
in Richmond on Sept. 5 in hopes 
of obtaining a court order to 
cease any further prosecution of 
the case until the question of 
constitutionality of the state 
code under which initial arrests 
were made has been decided.

The investi- 
gation concerns the operation of 
a number of parking lots along 
the strip adjoining the beach- 
front where parking fees are 
being charged. Gibbs indicates 
such operations are being carr- 
ied but on vacant property, in- 
cluding city property, by per- 
sons who have not obtained use 
permits required when ever a 
fee for parking is charged in 
the city. This far, according to 
Gibbs' office, the only such lot 
which is being operated legally 
is a parking lot on Atlantic 
Avenue across the street from 
the Washington Club Inn for 
patrons of 'the Inn. The investi- 
gation thus far, according to 
Gibbs, has resulted in the dis- 
covery of a parking lot being 
operated illegally, with parking 
fees, by hippies on cit/|)roperty 
at the southern end of Atlantic 
Avenue.

iS ^«se are objects of prime 
m^ml to a group of sailors 
stalloaed at Fort Story in Vlr- 
gtola Beach. 

They are members of the 
highly skilled, elite outfit known 
as the Explosive Ordnance Dis- 
posal Croup, U.S. Atlantic Fle- 
et. Anyplace, at any time 
of the day or night, these men 
can expect to be called out into 
unusual and often dangerous 
circumstances involving sur- 
face and underwater explosive 
ordnance. 
, When a situation arises where 
explosives pose a threat to the 
life or property of the Navy 
or civilian public, an EOD team 
is dispatched to the scene. It 
is their job to disarm or remove 
and dispose of any explosive 
material that presents a hazard. 

The EOD command assists 
Atlantic Fleet units, civilian 
and Merchant marine vessels, 
ordnance disposal units from the 
other Armed Services, and any- 
one who needs its help. 

The group is a unit of the 
Atlantic Fleet Service Force 
and is commanded by Captain 
Ray E. Oliver. EODGruLant 
was established under the Ser- 
vice Force in 1968 in a reo- 
ganization which brought all 
Explosive Ordnance Disposal 
experts m me neet into one 



command. A World War II har- 
bor defense outpost at the 
Army's Fort Story was reno- 
vated to provide 9: headquarters 
and training site for the group. 
There are about 70 officers 
and 150 enlisted men in th^ com- 
mand. This includes shipboard 
teams aboard carriers, ammun- 
ition ships and minesweepers; 
permanent detachments through- 
out the Atlantic area; and four- 
man mobile teams operating from 
the headquarters location. 

Technically, their mission is 
"the detection, identification, re- 
covery rendering safe, field 
evaluation and disposal" of dan- 
gerous^ or possibly dangerous 
ordiuTnce. 

Explosive Ordnance Disposal 
calls for a riare type of man, 
but the Navy has the men to fit 
the bill. EOD is strickly voir 
unteer work, and there are 
stringent mental and physical 
requirements placed on prospec- 
tive candidates. 

There is no safe method of 
disarming explosive ordance- 
merely one which is considered 
least dangerous." That is an 
excerpt from the operating man- 
ual used by the men of EOD. 
Consider the kind of individual 
it takes to walk up to several 
thousand pounds of highly ex- 
plosiV'e ordnance with the as- 
signment of rendering it safe! 

Men accepted for the program 
must undergo extensive training 



for about eight months before 
they are ready for EOD work. 
The training includes underwater 
swimming and qualification as 
Navy divers. 

Since there is no specific EOD 
rating, officers and enlisted men 
are recruited from nearly every 
walk of Navy life. They continue 
part time in their o«ti ratings 
while serving with EOD. 

"We prefer the stable, more 
mature person in our organiza- 
tion as opposed to the younger 
recruit," says Lieutpnant Com- 
mander H.E. Staples, executive 
officer of EODGruLant at tort 
Story. "A hard charger, out to 
set records, is often too much 
of a risk in our business." 

"This diversified life of 
EOD," said Staples, "appeals 
to most adventurous men, so we 
try to concentrate on this and 
play down the potential dangers 
of the occupation." 

Diversified it is. Not long ago 
a whole carcass washed ashore 
on Virginia Beach. A group of 
scientists from the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington remov- 
ed the whale's head fpr a more 
detailed study. The rest of the 
carass was filled with explosive 
charges and towed to sea to be 
disposed of. Sometime during 
the night, however, the whale 
drifted loose and was lost off 
the coast with explosive charges 
still attached-armed and primed, 
a serious threat. 

Later that week it washed a- 
shore again off Virginia Beach. 



This Ume, the Navy EOD ex- 
perts were called from Fort Story 
to do the job right. The un- 
wanted carcass was blown up 
on^the beach rather than risk 
it to sea again. 

Futher examples of EOD work 
included the salvaging of ruptured 
chlorine barges which sank in the 
Mississippi River during Hur- 
ricane Betsy in 1965; the dis- 
arming in 1967 of a bomb-laden 
airplane which crashed during 
WWII near Crete; the recovery 
of bodies from the Ohio River 
after the bridge collapsed in 1967: 
and the safe recovery of 6,000 
mortar rounds from a train 
wreck in Grantham, Pennsyl- 
vania in 1969. 

All types of ordnance, ranging 
from homemade bombs to war 
souvenirs such as hand grenades 
and cannonballs, have been turn- 
ed over to local police depart- 
ments by contractors, farmers 
and children. One phone call by 
the police and an EOD team is

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City officials have reportedly 
made a final agreement with 
Wayne McLesky, developer of

Jaycees and the Airport 



The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
appear very near taking a strong 
stand on an airport to serve 
the needs of all of Tidewater 
far into the future. That stand 
appears to be in opposition to 
the expensive complete expan- 
sion of Norfolk's present air- 
port and in favor of the develop- 
ment of a large international- 
capability airport in another 
location to serve all of us. 

The decision to take such a 
stand has not come about I ightly. 
Conscientious members of the 
outstanding service chapter 
have been working diligently for 
some time to discuss ail phases 
of expansion versus new air- 
port.

They have in- 
vited speakers on both sides to 
address them.

mpts opposition. Indeedthe Jay- 
cees are leaning toward com- 
plete study of the Bowers Hill 
site in Chesapeake. We strongly 
support the indicated stand of 
the Jaycees and hope that other 
individuals and organizations 
will follow this lead. 

V«e are absolutely opposed to 
the closed minds of Norfolk's 
authorities on this subject. Un- 
ilateral doggedness to the de- 
triment of all others is ridicu- 
lous. All facets of this problem 
should be fully explored by all 
cities involved. Otherwise the 
best answer may pass us by. 
It Is up to us in Virginia Beach 
and other area localities to have 
a say in this matter. 

And the sentiment at present 
does not favor Norfolk's stand. 
That sentiment must be trans- 
lated into positive action. A res- 
olution by the Jaycees is surely 
a beginning. 



Ethics of the Code 



The reported cases of an 
employee of the Virginia Beach 
Munkipal Court and an em- 
ployee of the City Treasurer's 
office handing out campaign 
materials at the polls on elec- 
tion day last week point out a 
real problem of the city's cod^^ 
of ethics. 

That code bars classified city 
employees from taking part in 
any partisan pdlitival activity, 
under strict penalties, but does 
not, and indeed cannot, cover 
employees in the courts or in 
the offices of Constitutional off- 
icers. 

We have never had any argu- 



ment with the code Itself or any 
of its provisions. On the sur- 
face it is actually a protection 
for municipal employees. But 
whether it could stand a legal 
test is another question. And 
whether |t is'talr and proper 
lor pert of the dfty's employees 
tO"~be prohibited whi le others 
are only restricted by the whims 
of their bosses at a given time 
doesn't make a great deal of 
sense either. 

Unless everyone who works 
for the city, classified or not, 
is covered by the code. It loses 
its effectiveness and its reason 
for being. 



The SeatackPlan 



City Council has taken a great 
step forward in adopting the 
department of planning plan of 
immediate action for Seatack 
and Brov/nie Park. Certainly a 
complete land use study of these 
areas must be completed as 
soon as possible as in all other 
sections of the city, but there 
are definitely massive needs in 
these two areas. 
-^ A Ineady the action has created 
some self-help programs In Sea- 
tack. The people there, so long 
overlooked, have begun to rec- 
ognize the city's interest.

We'd Rather Pay 

It's that time of year again 
when parents are faced with 
purchase of textbooks for their 
school aged children. The cry 
goes out for free textbooks like 
such-and-such a place. 

Vke'd like to see the text- 
books free for Virginia Beach 
students too, Just like they are 
in Norfolk, for instance. But 
Norfolk doesn't provide trans- 
portation for its students and 
Virginia Beach does. That free 
service costs a lot of money. 

The only other alternative is 
to raise taxes, cause free text 
books will cost the taxpayer 
about a million a year. 

The city of Virginia Beach has 
too many other pressing needs 
now for this small amount per 
child to get In the way of city 
progress.

The Name of The Game 



The name of the game is now... harmony.

The campaign is in the micMlc of a very 
short lull at present, but that is due to end 
very soon, probably too soon for Battle, who 
has just come out of two lx>ne-wearyi!^ 
campaigns. 

But Labor £^y is the traditional l>^inDing 
of a political campaign for a general election, 
and ttiat is upon us. Holton is new and fresh 
to the voters. They are ready to hear his 
side of things. They have heard the Democratic 
side of things long enongli. 

What it aU ai^iears to be at pres^ is a 
game of catch-up for Battle, althoi^ he has 
had his name and image l>efbre the pnblic 
for months on end.

6epresentatives from the 
field of religion, law and med- 
icine this past, week discussed 
with the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
the aspects of the illegal drug 
sitution in Virginia Beach and' 
indicated their mutual agree- 
ment with the statement of one 
of those present when he said, 
"It's a problem that is a part 
of the family of our city". 
Those who took part in the 
discussion included Rev.'sJohn 
H. Jordan, Jr. and William H. 
Brake, Jr., both of the Galilee 
Episcopal Church; Rev. Leo- 
nard R. Graves, of Emmanuel 
Episcopal Church; Rev. George 
T. Stallings, of First Colonial 
Baptist Church; Bernie Barrow, 
attorney, and Dr. John Mapp,^^ 
all of whom expressed apparent 
agreement that the illegal traf- 
ficing of drugs and/or narco- 
tics in the city is having a direct 
affect on the lives of the young 
people of the city. Each also sti- 
pulated that the feelings they 
expressed were their own and 
did nol necessarily reflect the 
view of the parish of their 
church or their professional 
colleagues. 

Perhaps the importance of 
recognizing the illegal drug and/ 
or narcotic situation in the city 
as 
of 

Rev. Jordan when he said "Al- 
though the stuff is being brought 
in from the outside, I know 
we've got people here who are 
pushing and using the stuff". 

This lead the discussion into 
possible ways, including the 
sitting up of offices staffed 
with qualified medical person- 
nel, to try to help those who 
have exposed themselves to 
drugs to not only help them 
"get off the stuff" but try to 
determine what made them begin 
the use of drugs in the first 
place. 

Dr. Mapp reaffirmed this fe- 
eling when he said that since 
the market is apparently with- 
in our own people, "there has 
got to be a program of ed- 
ucation, so those kids in the 
crowd using it, or in the fringe 
of it, have got to know the 
results of using it." 

Rev. Stallings and Lawyer 
Barrow jointly suggested that 
perhaps one of the best places 
to begin combating the move- 
ment of drugs through the city 
would be in the public schools, 
through a more direct line of 
' communication with the young 
people. 

Such a program is already 
under consideration, as was 
pointed out by Rev. Graves, 
who said he was participating 
in the discussion as a member 
of the Optimist Club. Graves 
said the Optimist Club recent- 
ly proposed to- city school off- 



icials a series of talks, to be 
presented to students during 
regular school hours, on the 
dangers of drug use a swell 
as possible legn) penalties for 
the illegal sale' of drugs and/or 
narcotics. These talks would be 
conducted by qualified medical 
men lawyers of the city who 
are able to substantiate what 
they would outliiie in their ap- 
pearance before the students. 
Rev. Brake said he felt the 
police are doing all they can 
to face the drug situation in 
the city, but "they are not 
receiving sufficient help from 
the people". Brake added, "The 
law is not tbe,,answer to all 
of this, in some cases we've 
got to turn to these people. The 
problem is not the drugs'; they 
(the drugs) are a symptom of 
the distresses of the time in 
which we live". 

this thought -was further ex- 
panded by Rev. B'rake when he 
said, "We're not talking about 
anything to do for these kids, 
only what is being 'done to 
them. We should- start talking 
about what can be done to help 
these people'*^. ' 

Another possible means of 
facing the drug situation in the 

^ city was agreed upon by those 

being a "part of the family iaking part in the discussion 
our city" was outlined ^y that one of the best places to 

start is in the homes. That 
without parer«ts becoming 
aroused over the possible use 
and/or sale of drugs by young 
people, and without their coppe 
people, and without their co- 
operation "you're fighting a 
lost cause." 

Recent comments from some 
of the business men in the city 
over their concern about drug 
movement through the city and 
the type of people apparently 
connected with it also entered 
into the discussion. Rev. Stal- 
lings expressed a personal 
thought along this line by say- 
ing, "The thing that disturbs 
me about some of the mer- 
chants ofVirginia Beach is whe- 
ther or nof they are as con- 
cerned about these kids as to 
what it will do to their business- 
es. 

When police tried to clamp 
down, they (certain merchants) 
screamed police harrassment. 
Now they are screaming it's 
hurtii^ their business". 

Rev. Stallings also offered 
another thought on dealing with 
the stituation when he said, 
"It'5;time the ministers recr 
ongnize the problem of the pol- 
ice and courts. It's time we get 
laws to deal with stituation. 
If this situation Isn't met, we'll 
have an increase in crime. 
We're going to have to get to 
the people and pass suficient 
laws with stiff penalties before 
this school session is over, or 



we'll be faced with a situation 
that we're just beginning to^get 
into here". 

Stallings was also just as st- 
rong In his feelings that more 
needs to be done in dealing 
with any dr»<? problem from 
the legal aiptct. He said, "We 
need some laws directed at the 
supplier and pusher in the city. 
It seems we've gotten mercy 
mixed up with justice some 
where along the line." 

In concluding their discussion 
the men pointed out very stron- 
gly that while we have a large 
number '^f vo^ns people in the 
city who are striving to lead up- 
right and productive lives, mak- 
ing worthwhile contributions to 
the community, that "we are 
also concerned with human be- 
ings who %re caught up in a 
crisis." 

These men aU agreed as well 
that "there is not going to be 
iny progress in this field un- 
til we get some concern and 
support from the people to solve 
these problems^ and that the 
people must become concerned 
thatit isa community problem" 

Some Pits 
Lack Permits 

City officials are making a 
study into the operation of borr- 
ow pits in Virginia Beach to 
determine if any violations of 
the law are occuring in connec- 
tion with such operations. 

According to the office of 
Charles S. Kiley, city Public 
Works Director, the study foll- 
ows receipt of a number of 
complaints that certain borrow 
pits were being operated with- 
out proper landscaping as out- 
lined in their operational per- 
mits. 

The study will also serve 
to update records on all of the 
borrow pits in the city and 
include information as to whe- 
ther pit operators are fulfill- 
ing their obligations. 

Thus far the study, which will 
cover between 30 and 40 such 
pits were being operated with- 
out prior obtaining of proper 
use permits.

He commented 
that he thought there was too 
much coddUng of addicts and 
recommended stiffer sentences 
as a deterent. 

"I think parents are too busy 
to provide the love and atten- 
tion the child needs," said Pe- 
ters. "I don't thihk parents are 
giving their love— they'rebuy- 
ing it." 

Richard Webbon added that it 
is a lack of religion, a lack of 
faith and a lack of respect for 
parents of parents for one an- 
other that are at fault. 

The Youth Council hopes to 
get federal funding for the prac- 
tice driving cojir^5H* will not 
only be educational, but it could 
also be a |«6urlst attraction.

Summertime menus need not 
be one continuous barbecue. 
Dining outdoors can be more I 
pleasurable with a menu change 
that calls for a Dutch oven j 
entree with a Latin American 
flair. Choose a stew or guisado 
as it is called in Spanish and 
build the meal around this sav- 
ory main course. 

Food in Mexico, Central 
America and in the South Amer- 
ican countries varies widely 
just as regional dishes do here 
in the United States, and only 
in stews do you find some com- 
mon ground in Latin American 
cookery. These dishes vary 
greatly from the pot pourri 
stews of the Caribbean to the 
more conventional meat and 
vegetable combinations popular 
in Mexico and South America. 

One of the best ways to enjoy 
corn on the cob, is in a stew 
that starts with beef short ribs 
and ends up with the addition 
of ears of corn cut in half and 
steamed over the meat after the 
stew is cooked. The corn is 
placed on top of the meat and 
partially immersed in the 
juices. Surprising as it seems, 
the corn takes on all the flavors 
of the stew and needs neither 
salt nor butter to whet appetites. 
Here again, the use of freshly 
brewed coffee in the cooking 
eliminates a great deal of sea- 
soning and provides the necess- 
ary flavor accent. 

Only a mixed green salad and 
crusty bread are needed to 
round out the menu. Coffee, 
freshly brewed and fragrant is 
a natural climax together with 
chilled fresh fruits. To make 
sure the coffee is equal to the 
short ribs of beef and corn, 
use one Approved Coffee Mea- 
sure to each six ounces of 
Water.

If new clumps of dandelion 
or unsightly patches of buck- 
horn are starting to infest your 
plush green summer grass, then 
it's time to start a simple weed 
attack that will keep your lawn 
healthy and luxuriant right up 
until first frost. 

Autumn often brings a new in- 
vasion of weeds; dandelion, 
plantain, buckhorn, chickweed, 
sheep sorrel, clover, knotweed 
and other broadleaf species that 
follow two - cycle growth patt- 
ern. These weeds sprout ann- 
ually in Spring and then again 
in Fall unless they have been 
controlled or eliminated com- 
pletely through previous applic- 
ations of chemicals. 

White colver, although usually 
present through the summer, 
becomes tnore noticeable in 
autumn because the lawn is 
mowed less frequently. This 
weed, too, can be destroyed by 
the same weedkiller that you 
used to eliminate the two-cycle 
species, according to turf agro- 
nomists at Amchem Research 
Farm, Ambler, Pa.

quickly and easily. The weeds 
usually start ta twist and curl 
a few days after treatment. 
By the end of a warm week, 
they begin to turn a sickly yell- 
ow or purple and eventually 
dry up and disappear. Reaction 
is slower during a cold spell 
and when the soil is very dry. 

Powerful weedkillers like 
Super D. Weedone will pene- 
trate weeds and destroy their 
root systems. These chemicals, 
however, are not harmful to 
pets, children and most good, 
healthy turf grasses. Weaker 
herbicides may produce only a 
"top burn" which gives the app- 
earance of dead weeds while 
the roots continue to grow be- 
neath the soil. 

When spraying, uniform cov- 
erage is important. Apply the 
spray in a criss-cross fashion, 
first from end to end ot the 
lawn and then from sidetoside. 
Inexpensive gravity-flow spr- 
ayers and hose-end applicators 
generally work well when the 
air is calm. 

Modern equipment plus app- 
lication of weedkilling chem- 
icals makes weed control easy 
and results in a lovelier, heal- 
thier lawn. A fall lawn care 
program will also produce a 
more luxuriant grass next year. 



dwarf types are ideal for rock 
gardens, at the edge of the terr- 
ace, or in front of the shrub 
border. 

You should certainly consider 
the miniature daffodils. These 
are especially, useful if your 
garden is small. They need only 
a few square inches of space 
for each bulb, so you may have 
a collection of several varieties 
or species in a few square feet 
of space. 

The Bulbocodium or Hoop- 
Petticoat daffodil is a favorite 
with many gardeners. The tru- 
mpet or corona is long and cone 
shaped, and r es embles the hoop- 
skirt dress for which it was 
named. Yellow and white var- 
ieties are available. 

Several of the small daffodil 
varieties have a typical long 
trumpet like the standard types, 
but produce flowers only six 
or eight inches tall. Some in- 
teresting varieties include Feb- 
rijary Gold, February Silver, 
Little Beauty, Lobularis and 
Minimus. . 

If you prefer the cluster flow- 
ered types with small cups you 
may want to try Baby Moon, 
Tenuior, or Canaliculatus. 
Thesie miniature daffodils will 
give blooms for several weeks 
in the garden, and are useful 
for small flower arrangements. 

You should also include some 
of the dwarf species type tulips 
in your collection of spring 
flowering bulbs. Batalini pro- 
duces fine yellow floji/ers which 
are seven inches taU. Pulchella 
violacea has beautiful red- 
violet blooms which have long 
lasting quality, and often occur 
two on a stem. Praestans fusil-

The last two weeks have 
brought alwut many, price chan- 
ges in the cost of fresh ve- 
getables. Most of them are 
increases. 

Round white potatoes have 
moved into a strong price po- 
sition because of heavy rains 
at eastern coastal points. Crops 
have also been slowed in the 
midwest by relatively heavy 
showers and cool weather in 
someL areas. Prices in retail 
stores average -a cedl higher 
on loose ones at 10 cents a 
pound. Five pbund bags are up 
5 cents to 55 each, and 10 
pound bags are up 12 to 94 
cents. 

Homegrown tomatoes and 
butterbeans ^vanced 5 cents 
and both average 31 cents a 
pound. Cucumbers are up 3 
cents to 12 cents each and 
green onions are up 3 to 16 
cents a bunch. Cartoned toma- 
toes are also 3 cents higher 
at 37 cents a carton.

Celery is much cheaper. The 
average is 22 cents a bunch, 
1 2 cents less than week before 
last. Celery hearts are 4 cents 
less at 37 cents.

pound and eggplant dropped 3 
to 25 a pound. Other changes 
were at the 1 cent level. 

Watermelons are just about 
the best buy at fruit counters. 
They're down 13 cents h 88 
cents each and range from 79 
to $1.19 depending on size. 
Honeydew melons are good buys 
now. The average cost is down 
9 cents to 67 cents and sizes 
,xunJiarge«^ .. . 



Right maiiy increases have 
shown up in pork prices. Se- 
cond grade bacon advanced 5 
cents to 85 a pound; rib end 
chops, 3 cents to 86 a pound; 
regular rolled sausage, 3 cents 
to 73 a pound; and fat salt 
pork and spareribs, 2 cents 
to 29 and 94 cents a pound. 
Rib end roast is a cent higher 
at 76 a pound. 

Poultry is generally higher 
too. Whole fryers average 4 
cents more at 44 cents apound; 
cut-up ones are 3 more at 49 
cents a pound. Six to 8 pound 
turkeys are up 2 cents to 54 
a pound and 8-16 pound ones 
are up 2 to 51 a pound. Heavy 
birds are a cent higher at 47.

Do you have hardy anemones 
in your garden? Called wind- 
flowers, these are among the 
first to bloom in the spring. 
The daisy -like flowers are 
available in various shades of 
blue, red, pink, and white. They 
vary in height from six to 12 
inches tall. The plants are 
easily grown on well-drained 
soil and will bloom from March 
through May. 

"" Theseveral types of hyac- 
inth will produce small blue 
spikes about eight Inches tall 
and bloom very early along with 
the Crocus. ScillaCampanulata, 
the Woods Hyacinth or Spanish 
Bluebell blooms later along with 
Darwin tulips. Blue, pink and 
white varieties are available. 

The Muscari or Grape Hyac- 
inth is an old favorite which 
blooms as the Crocus fades. 
Blue varieties seem to be the 
most popular, but white ones 
are also avilable. The Plumo- 
sum is an unusual form of Mus- 
cari which has feathery plumes 
of violet colored flowers. 

Consult your fall bulb cata- 
logs for pictures and descrip- 
tions of the many dwarf and 
standard species which are 
available!. You should order 
your selections within the next 
few weeks to allow adequate ^ 
time for planting before freez- 
ing weather occurs.

Everett School Becomes 
Tradition in Families 



A mass of second generations 
and a sprinkling of the third 
become students at Everett 
School each fall. 

Everett School was founded 
in 1924 by Mrs. Richard C. 
Everett, and has been in con- 
tinous operation ever since. 
It was, during the 1930s, a 
girl's boarding school. Since 
that time it has l}ecome a co- 
educational private school for 
children with its classes rang- 
ing from klndergarden to the" 
seventh grade. 

Porter-Sargent, "the bible 
of private schools" has listed 
Everett in its pages for many 
years. 

Mrs. Everett retired as the 
headmistress 6f the school in 
1959. Since that time, the school 
has been run by a Board of 
Directors andtwoheadmistres- 
es,. Mrs. Goodwin (Anne) and 
Mrs. Arthur (Grace) Jordan. 

Everett school is nestled— 
practically hidden from sight- 
beneath countless trees on Mrs. 
Everett's property on Cavalier 
Drive. The cinder block build- 
ing, which is now the class- 
room area, has been in exis- 
tence for about 20 years. "We 
have added wings here and 
there," added Anne Jordan. 

The expansion of students 
and the need for more play- 
ground space has prompted the 
Board of Directors to move 
the upper grades of Everett 

School from its present loca- 
tion. Althou^ the klndergarden 
throu^ second or third grade 
will remain on Cavalier Drive, 
the fourth through eighth grades 
will accupy a brick building at 
Suntide Motel on 67th street. 
The Board is renting this loc- 
ation from Jack Jacovides, 
manager of theiSuntide. 

"We are negotiating for some 
property toward City Hall, but 
as yet, we have not made any 
definite plans for moving the 
school," Anne Jordan said. 

But, in any case," Grace 
Jordan added, "the primary 
grades will remain here (at 
the present site.)" "A space 
drawing was composed several 
years ago for a possible ex- 
pansion, but we have not ar-

ree generations of students. 



tually had an architect draw 
any plans for a new building," 
she continued. The new school 
should be completed in about 
two years, following a massive 
fund drive to be initiated by 
the Board of Directors. A ninth 
grade class will be instituted 
at that time. 

"We try to chose from the 
average student on up here 
at Everett," Anne Jordan said. 
"We want to give the children 
a good education, teach them 
good study habits so thjit they 
can do well in high school right 
on through college," Grace Jor- 
dan said. Most ol the stu- 
dents who graduate from 
Everett School continue their 
education at similar private 
school such as Woodbury, St. 
Christopher's or Norfolk Acad- 
emy. "Just the other day, " 
said Grace Jordan, "We were 
looking through one of those 
school's yearbooks and we saw 
some of our students as presi- 
dents of their classes and honor 
graduates. Its a nice thing to 
see, a grand feeling of accomp- 
lishment." 

"All of our teachers have 
college degrees, but not all of 
them have teaching certi- 
cates," Anne Jordan said "We 
feel that the teachers here are

more than qualified, whether 
they have certificates or not." 
The teaching curriculum at 
Everett concentrates on all 
phases of elementary learning. 
"We stick to the old grammar- 
ian study of English like phonics. 
"We also stress spelling and 
mathematics," Grace Jordan 
said She added, "We have one . 
teacher here that teaches the 
arithmetic tables to her second 
grade class while they are jog- 
ging in place in the classroom. 
They love it." 

A new physical education pro- 
gram will be installed for the 
new school year at Everett. 
"We have hired H. Lee Barnes 
Jr., recent graduate of VMI, 
to instruct the boy's P.E"Anne 
Jordan said. "He will also teach 
science and will attend ODU 
at night to do graduate work 
for his master's degree in 
chemistry." 

Quite a few of their student's 
are of the second generation 
of Everett schoolers. One little 
girl who will be there in the 
fall is the granddaughter of a 
member of the Everett School 
class of 1933. 

Everett School, is a definite 
landmark in education in Vir- 
ginia Beach and the oldest pri- 
vate educational facility in Vir- 
ginia. But Everett's ideas are 
up to date with space ageideas- 
both literally and figuratively. 
Everett School i^ an institution 
on the move.
